A Load of Shot Shatters His Tibia and

As the result of fa remarkable surgical 
operation at Wesley Hospital Charles Spears 
will carry around for the rest of his life a 
piece of the bone of a calf's leg, placed in 
his own leg to fill @& gap made by a load of 
buckshot.

LIEUT. LANG NOT TO BE RETIRED. 


Socially Ostracized Army Officer Is 
Pleased at Action of Retiring Board. 


New York, March 14.—[Special.]}—The case 
against Lieut. Clarence E. Lang of the Sec- 
ond Artillery, into whose brief army life has 
been crowded so many experiences, ended 
in victery for him today. 

The Army Retiring Board, sitting at Gov- 
ernor's Island, decided not to retire him. 
Among other testimony, they received a 
certificate from a doctor of this city stating 
that he was treating Lieut. Lang fora nerv- 
ous affection of the eyes. His opinion was 
that the patient would attain complete re- 
covery in two years. , 

Lieut. Lang told the board he had no desire 
to leave the army. All that he asked, he 
said, was a leave of absence, in which he, 
might get perfect rest, and so recover from 
his nervous state. 

The board then went-into executive ses- 
sion, and excluded the young officer. After 
considerable discussion the opinion was 
unanimously reached that Lieut. Lang’s 
health was not permanently affected, and 
that there was no reason why he should not 
continue in the army. 

This decision was unofficially communi- 
cated to him, and he expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the outcome. The length of leave 
granted Lieut. Lang, however, was not an- 
nounced, and he will have to wait until the 
board’s report reaches the Secretary of War 
and is officially acted upon by the President. 

‘“T have no desire,”. said Lieut. Lang to- 
day, ‘“‘to retire from the army. The order 
directing me to appear before the Retiring 
Reard was not upon my application, and I 
am glad my case has been favorably acted 
upon. All I need is a rest. I want just as 
long a leave aS my superiors are willing to 
give me, and I shall spend it with my family 
at Glenham. If they do not grant me any 
leave I expect to be transferred to some 
Western post, where I can at least get a 
change of scene. Several misstatements 
have been made which I would like to cor- 
rect. One is that my wife was excluded 
from a hop at Grant Hall. That is not so.

Chamber of Deputies Postpones Def- 
inite Action to Monday.

Paris, March 14.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—In spite. of two 
days’ warm and even acrimonious debate no 
vote was taken today in the Chamber of 
Deputies respecting the form of the exhibi- 
tion for 1900. 

M. Trouillot advocated the necessity of 
making the exhibition worthy of the reputa- 
tion and artistic taste of France, contending 
it should bea lesson to all the civilized world. 
Ile was, however, against taking up the 
space on that marvelously beautiful Champs 
Elysées and did not believe the plans em- 
ployed in the 1859 exhibition could be im- 
proved on.

The only good thing to be done 
was the destruction of the Palais de I'In- 
dustrie, but no avenue should be run through 
the spot, only trees should be planted there 
and lawns laid out. 

Director-General Pickard, the Government 
Commissary, then addressed the house 
lenethily, defending his plans in clear, 
clever reasoning, which appeared to obtain 
the approval of the majority of the Deputies 
present, and suggested the result of the 
vote, which will probably be taken at Mon- 


day’s session.

Prominent Chicagoan Fails to Find 


Beneficial Climate in the West. 

John T. Chumasero is lying seriously ill at 
his home, No. 10932 Calumet avenue. His 
physician, Dr. Frank Billings, said last night 
his condition was critical. Mr. Chumasero 
has been in bad health for a year. He went 
to California in hope the climate would ben- 
efit him, but failing to gain relief returned 
to Chicago on Tuesday. Mr. Chumasero is 
56 years old and has been in Chicago twenty- 
eight years. He was for many years a part- 
ner of Marshall Field. His wife and two 
children, K. T. Chumasero and a daughter, 


Five days were spent in preparation of the 
patient that the operation might be con- 
ducted under favorable conditions.

A plaster of paris cast holds the leg in a 
steady position. 


Doctors Sanguine of Success. 


Spears is 26 years old, and his compara- 
tively young age is much in his favor and in- 
creases the chances of success of the opera- 
tion. The operation was witnessed by his 
brother, William Spears, who is employed 
in this city. 

if the bones grow together without any 
difficulty and heal r@adily the foot will be as 
strong and fully as able to do its duty as if 
the accident had never happened. 

Miss Hewitt, superintending nurse of 
Wesley Hospital, said iast night Spears’ 
condition is favorable. ‘‘ His temperature 
is normal,” she said, ‘‘and we have every 
reason to hope the operation will prove suc- 
cessful.”’ 

Miss Hewitt said the bone of a human be- 
ing who had suffered an amputation was or- 
dinarily used in similar cases. She had 
heard of the use of the bone of a calf. but 
had never seen the operation performed. A 
goat and a dog have been employed in sev- 
eral instances. 

The patient has comparatively little pain, 
and has not had to take any opiates since the 
operation.

AIDED IN THE KILLING OF THE CZAR. 


Remarkable Story Told of a Prisoner 
in a Kentucky Jail. 

Louisville, Ky., March 14.—[{Special.]— 
Daraley Beaufort, who is confined in the 
County Jail at Bardstown awaiting trial, is 
said to be one of the band which assassinated 
Czar Alexander Il. Heis said to be known 
as Adhemar, the “ black night,”’ and was 
ex-Grand Master of the Knights of St. An- 
drew. 

The story is published at great length to- 
day by Justice, the organ of the A. P. A. 
Justice prints the story asa fact, and gives 
letters to confirm its assertions. Justice 
says the fellow-members of the Nihilist or- 
der have let him want for nothing since his 
incarceration, and that his friends would 
rescue him from jail tomorrow if he desired 
it. After a page of the early history of 
Beaufort and the publication of several! let- 
ters from Europe, the paper says Beaufort 
was present at the assassination of the Czar, 
and afterwards married the sister of the 
man who threw the bomb. A letter 
from her 1s appended to the story. 

The whole story is so remarkable for its 
many direct statements that it is either the 
truth or Was inspired by Beaufort himself. 
The latter view is generally accepted by the 
few who have seen the issue of the paper to- 
day.

MERRITTS GET VERDICT FOR $198,000 


Suit Grew Out of a Famous Mesaba 
Iron Ore Deal. 

Duluth, Minn., March 14.—The jury in the 
suit of F. A. Stratton of Johnson City, Tenm, 
vs. A. R. and E. T. Tritt et al. has re- 
turned a verdict of $193,000 for the defend- 
ants after being out twenty-four hours. 
Stratton sued on a note for $4,100, indorsed 
for accommodation by the Merritts. The 
defendants pleaded that they were entitled 
to $375,000 damages on the ground of fraud. 
The suit grew out of a Kentucky coal- 
Mesaba iron ore deal, it being alleged that 
Stratton stated he owned 50,000 acres of 
coal lands, when he owned none. Shortly 
after the verdict was rendered a warrant for 
grand iarceny against Stratton, which was 
sworn out several days ago, was put in the

BOATLOAD OF ARMS FOR CUBANS. 


Expedition Leaves Jacksonville, Fla., 
with Supplies and Patriots. 
Jacksonville, Fla., March 14.—[{Special. ]— 
Loaded with arms and ammunition for the 
Cuban insurgents, the steamer Three 
Friends left* Jacksonville at 3 o’clock on 
Friday morning. The vessel carries 5,000 
rifles, 3,000 machetes, 1,000,000 cartridges, 
1,000 pounds of dynamite, and two Gatling 
and two Hotchkiss guns, it-is said. It also 
carries twenty Cubans, who are members 
of prominent families on the’ island, and 
who have been here for a month fitting out 
the expedition. It is claimed the Three’ 
Friends will not gO to Cuba, but will meet 
the steamer Commodore on the high seas 
and transfer the munitions to the latter 
Vessel. The Commodore left Charleston 
on Wednesday, ostensibly for Tampa. The 
Three Friends is owned by a trio of Jackson- 
ville citizens, and they are to receive $14,000 
from the Cuban Junta. The revenue cutter 
Boutwell has been in port watching the 
Three Friends, but the commander of the 

cutter was cleverly duped.

NEW EXPLANATION OF THE ENGLISH 
CAMPAIGN IN SOUDAN. 


Report That Emperor William Was 
Intriguing Against Great Britain 
and That the Sudden Move Against 
the Dervishes Is as Much to Antici- 
pate the Kaiser as to Aid the Ital- 
jans—Secret of the Sudden End of 
Hostility to the Naval Increase.

World.J—The advance on Dongola and 

against the dervishes has taken most people 

in Great Britain completely by surprise. On 
the same day that the Cairo correspondent 
of the Times made public this sudden move 
of the Egyptian Government Lord Cromer’s 
report was sent to Parliament, in which he 


declared the dervishes were maintaining a 


strictly defensive position. 

The British Ministry, pending Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s promised statement on Monday 
night, allowed two quite plausible explana- 
ticns to be seimi-officially announced, one 
that the success of the Abyssinian will most 
likely encourage his neighbor, the Khalifa, 
to a descent on Egypt, and that it is best to 
wtrike before he is prepared to do so, The 
other is that England is disposed to do Italy 
a friendly turn by diverting the dervishes 
from their threatened union with Menelek. 

There is another and very startling ex- 
planation which comes to me from a source 
at least in a position to be well informed, 
which I quote with much reserve, but of 
which several unusual recent events give re- 
markable confirmation. This is that Ger- 
man intrigues against Great Britain in the 
Soudan have been brought to the knowledge 
of the ministry, and that it has determined 
to inaugurate an instant and effectual estop- 
pal on the Kaiser’s hostile plans, 

Secret of the Naval Increase. 

Everywhere it has been the subject of gen- 
eral comment that Sir William’ Harcourt, 
the Liberal leader in the Commons, has 
given, contrary to the gencral Liberal poi- 
icy, his support to the new and great naval 
scheme of the opposition. A picture of the 
proposed new fleet published in one of the 
illustrated journals today amazes the read- 
er. It seems really that of a great nation's 
entire navy, and not - eden aga of an addi- 
tion to a present equipment. 

The adel as it reacnes me is that Sir Will- 
iam was ready to oppose the enormous ex- 
penditure necessary for all-this, and so an- 
nounced his intention to his followers, when 
representations were made to him by Min- 
isters of such peril to the empire from Ger- 
many that he unexpectedly and altogether 
withdrew his opposition. He has since, if 
my information is correct, guardedly com- 
municated his information to some of his 
colleagues. His reported counsel is that 
‘to effectually obstruct the new naval 
scheme might bring the country within risk 
of a great catastrophe,” and he has clearly 
indicated that the Kaiser’s comprehensive 
Plans in Africa form a sufficient basis for 
ministerial measures against them. 


Gains Confirmation in Berlin. 


Of course recent reports from Berlin of 
the Kaiser’s hope to build a great navy in 
spite of the opposition of the Reichsrath, 
his known colonial aspirations, and his overt 
hatred and jealousy of England lend further 
credence to the above report. It is even 
more certain that if the danger I have out- 
lined is made officially known to the British 
people the outburst of feeling for war with 
Germany will be far more intense than that 
after William’s telegram to Oom Paul. 

One must mix with mercantile and indus- 
trial classes to fully appreciate the almost 
universal hatred of Germany among them. 
Her commercial competition almost every- 
where, even in England’s own colonies, has 
been of the utmost injury to English manu- 
facturers. Cheap German clerks, often re- 
markable linguists, are crowding out young 
Englishmen even in London and Liverpool, 
Glasgow and Sheffield houses. 

The favor always shown by the Queen, as 
well as by her predecessors, to their German 
relations in the British army and navy has 
aroused a decided prejudice, which perhaps 
partly explains the opposition led by the 
Times to the proposed vote of a pension to 
the Duke of Cambridge. 

If my explanation of Sir William Har- 
court’s action is correct, he has either not 


communicated it to the Irish members of ' 


Parliament or to Labouchere, or else they 
disregard it. Irish leaders are arranging 
for a resolute resistance to the passage of 
the naval scheme through the Commons. I 
may add, however, that it is not at all un- 
likely, if their obstructive tactics be per- 
sisted in, that the English and Scotch Lib- 
erals will be found supporting the govern- 
ment on the navy plans, and that an alilance 
between the Irish and the Liberals may be 
ruptured, perhaps for years to come. 


Issue of the Campaign Uncertain.

De Civry’s conduct towards Lebaudy was 
almost always most kind. His client never 
received one cent and never threatened a 
revelation in order to obtain money. There- 
fore he was not guilty of blackmailing. 

Maitre Jullemier then addressed the court 
in favor of De Cesti, who, he contended, 
really protected Lebaudy against sharpers 
who surrounded him, in particular with 
regard to Banker Balemski, who abscond- 
ed with $1,000,000 of the young millionaire's 
money. 

The attack against De Cesti was plotted 
by the Balenci clique, who included Susmet,

EFFECT OF X RAYS ON BACILAI, 


New York Bacteriologists Are Making 
Some Interesting Experiments. 
New York, March 14.—[{Special.]—Herman 
M. Bigzs, chief of the division of bacteriol- 
ogy, and Dr. Edward W. Martin, chief of the 
division of food inspection and offensive 
trades of the Board of Health of New York, 
are now engaged in making some interesting 
experiments in connection with X rays, 
which, if successful, will rank with the 

greatest discoveries of the country. 

They are conducting a series of researches 
for the benefit of the New York sanitary de- 
partment to ascertain .whether X rays 
would kill bacilli or germs of contagious 
and other diseases. The two physicians 
thought there was a possibility the rays 
could be utilized in the extermination of 
germs, such as bacilli of diphtheria. 

The diphtheria germs experimented with 
were exposed to the X ray lights for thirty 
minutes. After that the germs were placed 
on a mixture of blood serum for cultiva- 
tion. They were then put in an incubator, 
which has the temperature of the body ofa 
human being. There they will be kept for 
twenty-four hours. Most bacilli are killed 
when exposed to light. This is particularly 
the case with bacilli of tuberculosis. Con- 
sumptive germs are killed more readily than 
any others when exposed to light. Drs. 
Riggs and Martin expect to make some ex- 
periments with tuberculosis bacilli tomor- 
row or early next week. Since the X rays 
pass through flesh the physicians believe 
it would be well for them to experiment with 
a person who is suffering from consumption. 

Dr. Martin, who is one of the most expert 
chemists in this country, said tonight: ‘‘ We 
know X rays are not harmful. The main 
thing in a case of tuberculosis is to get at 
the germs. Yes, I must admit it appears to 
be plausible that one might be able to kill 
bacilli of tuberculosis even on a person, and 
that all that would be required would be to 
expose the germs or the lungs to the strong 
rays of the X light.” 


NEW YORK REAL ESTATE SCHEME, 


Organization Planned Similar te the 
Stock Exchange. 

New York, March 14.—[(Special.]—Several 
of the best known New York real estate 
men, the most of them members of the Real 
Estate Exchange, plan a sweeping reor- 
ganization of the real estate business in 
New York City. The plan contemplates 
the making of the Real Estate Exchange 
into something similar to the New York 


- Stock Exchanke, except that the objection- 


able features of that famous organization 
are to be left out. 

There will be a Board of Brokers, with 
membership limited to 250, but this number 
may be increased. The members of the 
board are to be bonded in the sum of $5,000 
as a guarantee to owners of property, 
trustees, guardians, and any others who 
may wish to deal with members in any sort 
of real estate transaction. The board will 
establish its own mortgage bureau for the 
searching and guaranteeing of titles. 

All real estate companies will have their 
shares registered, a great convenience and 
help to the investing public, which now has 
over $10,000,000 invested in such companies. 
The members of the board will deal in these 
shares and in all sorts of real estate, mort- 
gages, stocks, and bonds. 

A company is to be chartered and a build- 
ing erected ultimately. An addition to the 
plan is the proposition each member shall 
list all the properties he has for sale. The 
rate of commission will be fixed at one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent to the broker who listed 
the property and three-quarters of 1 per 
cent to the broker who finds a purchaser.

T. H. NELSON DIES IN TERRE HAUTE, 


Suddenly Passes Away While Eagerly 
Expecting a Crowning Distinction. 
Terre Haute, Ind.,“March 14.—[Special.}— 

Thomas H. Nelson, known throughout the 

country as ‘‘Col. Tom Nelson,” died this 

morning of heart disease. He had been ill 

only a few days. He had been actively seek- 

ing the position of delegate to the St. Louis 
convention from this district at the hands 
of the convention next week. While he was 
one of the founders of the Republican party 
and had headed the electoral ticket in this 

State in 1876, 1880, and 1888, he had never 

been a delegate to a national convention and 

looked forward to the honor with more 


avidity than for any political preference } 


ever bestowed upon him. Although he was 
76 years of age he was in good health, and it 
was thought he would live for many years. 

Col. Nelson was born in Mason County, 
Ky., and moved to Rockville, in the county 
adjoining this, in 1844, where he studied law 
in the office of Joseph A. Wright, afterward 
Governor of the State. A fellow-student was 
George Wright, a brother of Joseph A., who 
recently died in lowa, in which State he was 
a Judge of the Supreme Court for many 
years, and which State he represented in the 
United States Senate one term. 

Mr. Nelson moved to this city in 1857. In 
1860 he ran for Congress against Voorhees, 
and the joint debate over the district gave 
both their first extended reputation as pub- 
lic speakers. It was in that debate that Nel- 
son gave Voorhees the title of * The Tall 
Sycamore of the Wabash.” He was de- 
feated in the sttong Democratic district. 

In the following spring President Lincoln, 
who had been a personal friend of Mr. Nel- 
son for several years, appointed him Min- 
ister to Chile, a purely personal selection. 
Mr. Nelson remained at Santiago until 1866. 
In 1869 President Grant appointed him Min- 
ister to Mexico, where he remained until 
1873. Since then he has spent much of his 
time in Washington, but in all political cam- 
paigns he has been in demand as a popular 
public speaker. Baie 

Mrs. Nelson died in Mexico in 1872. She 
was a daughter of Col. Marshall Key, a po- 
litical leader in Kentucky. A son, Marshall 


Key Nelson, living in Texas, and a daughter, - 


the wife of Dr. Ashwin of Brooklyn, survive 
him.

The custom of the association was in the 
t to give one regatta, as far as practica- 
ble, at each of the ports represented, arrang- 
ing them in such order as to enable the 
boats to attend them all in order in a few 
weeks’ cruise. Milwaukee began with the 
Fourth of July event, and has held it each 
year. Its representatives came down to 
Chicago with instructions to bring home 
the Fourth of July regatta or not to return 
atall. They had no difficulty in gaining the 
consent of the other committeemen, as the 
regattas and attendant festivities at Mil- 
waukee in past years were cherished by all 
as the most enjoyable of every season. The 
difficulty came in arranging races so as to 
allow time for a cruise to Lake Erie to at- 
tend the international challenge race.

Although no definite arrangements have yet 
becn made by the committees of the Lincoln 
Park Yacht club and the Royal Canadian 
Yacht club, it was tacitly accepted as set- 
fled at the meeting that the international 
race would be sailed on the occasion of the 
Inter-Lake Yacht Racing Association at 
Put-in-Bay during the first week in August, 
probably Aug. 5 or 4.

MAY STRETCH THE RULES. 


MORE LIBERAL DEFINITION OF BI- 
CYCLING AMATEURS LIKELY. 


Abolishment of -Class B and Peculiar 
Complications Arising Therefrom 
Not Foreseen by the L. A. W. Legis- 
lators at Baltimore—The Result on 
This Season's Racing—Improved 
Contests Likely Under the New Con- 
ditions—Racing Pians for 1806. 


When the League of American Wheelmen 
in convention at Baltimore last month unan- 
imously legislated Class B out of existence 
probably not even a small per cent of the del- 
egates who voted for the measure realized its 
revolutionary character in the sport of bicy- 
cling. | 

In track racing: the effect was foreseen, and 
to a great extent was the motive for passing 
such a law. To nearly all admirers of the 
sport for the sport's sake the necessity of 
drawing the amateur and profes- 
sional line was apparent, but the 
peculiar circumstances which the abolish- 
ment of Class B would cause in the member- 
ship of cycling clubs and their club events 
were not foreseen. Many cycling clubs in- 
clude in their constitutions clauses limiting 
their membership to amateurs, and this rule 
will be stretched nearly to complete rupture 
in order to permit many of the fast men to 
retain their membership and be eligible to 
club events. 

In this way the character of club racing will 
be altered for the season of 1896. 

Improved conditions should bring im- 
proved racing events. Recognition of the 
need of systematic management in the cycle 
events of Chicago was forced upon the clubs 
last year, when every Saturday afternoon 
there were on an average twenty road races 
in half as many sections of the city, and 
records were reported broken and new ones 
established which were no more authentic 
than the rider’s word. Confusion resulted, 
which threw the sport into disrepute, so 
that a new road record became a laughing 
stock among wheelmen. 


Sentiment Against Road Racing. 

Recognition of the rights of wheelmen 
by municipal authorities, and also a recog- 
nition of the rights which they transgressed 
in riding over the boulevards of the city 
Without taking the trouble to see that the 
racing costumes worn were within the 
bounds of decency, caused a general senti- 
ment against road racing which it will take 
a long time to dispel among those who live 
in the neighborhood of the favorite courses. 

To obviate this difficulty special tracks 
and courses have been promised by Park 
Commissioners, and the regulation of road- 
racing by the associated cycling clubs has 
been. suggested, but neither measure has 
been perfected yet. In Garfield Park a race- 
track, with accommodations for wheelmen 
in the*way of dressing-rooms and a grand 
Stand, was promised last year, and may 
be completed early this season. These 
things are coming up for discussion among 
wheelmen now, as the opening of the riding 
season approaches. 

Road-racing, whieh is the purest form of 
the amateur sport of cycling, opens after 
the Chicago road race, and at present the 
big road race is occupying the attention of 
wheelmen in all parts of the city, and will 
come up for discussion at the meeting of the 
Associated Cycling clubs tomorrow night. 
This meeting promises to be one of the kind 
for which the association is noted, when 
re portion of the city fights for recogni- 

on, 


Secret Meetings Held. 

Secret meetings are being held among 
clubmen of the different sections to hoom 
Some particular course for the event. South 
Side clubs will present the old Pullman 
course. This course has the advantage of 
being a straight-away, with ample facilities 
for transportation to both ends of the route. 
At Pullman the Decoration day games on 
Athletic Island in past years have proved 
an attraction after the race. 

The West Side clubs will present a course 
from Hinsdale to Chicago, which has its 
advantages, but lack of transportation facil- 
ities will be urged against it. The North 
Side clubs are confident of having another 
North Shore course chosen, although the 
confusion resulting in the last race last year 
is an objection which wheelmen in other 
portions of the city will urge with all their 
ability. 

In regular race meets the prospects for a 
successful season in Chicago are promising. 
The Chicago Cycling club is planning a 
series of events which will extend over four 
weeks inthe aggregate. The Illinois Cycling 
club will hold a big meet the first week in 
July and the Bankers’ Athletic club will 
have a three days’ meet later in the sea- 
son. Besides these there is a movement 
imong nearly all the large clubs to hold 
club meets and also to give open meets 
which, if successful, will furnish a series 
of bicycle race meets which will excel any- 
thing in the way of races yet held in Chi- 
cago. Last year there were but few club 
events, excepting road races, and from 
present indications the number of road races 
will be decreased in favor of a greater num- 
ber of track events. The proposed limita- 
tion of the number of road races by the As- 
sociated Cycling clubs has brought about 
this result. 

Century runs and races which were a de- 
velopment of last year will be continued 
this year, and the Century Road club may 
meet with rival organizations of centurions. 

Division Meet a Big Affair. 

The Illinois Division meet will be the big 
event of the early summer, ahd the fast men 
of the various clubs are arranging to com- 
pete in the events. The sanction has been 
given to Peoria for June 25, 26, and 27, and 
the meet will be held under the auspices of 
the Peoria Cycle club. Peoria’s reputation 
as a racing town for cyclists is flattering 
among Chicago clubs, and a large representa- 
tion of Chicagoans will attend the meet. 

The revival of the activity of the State 
Racing Board and the establishment of a 
State circuit will do much toward improving 
racing. Oflicial handicappers to regulate 
the allowances of the riders in the different 
meets will do away with many of the petty 
quarrels and jealousies occasioned by han- 
dicapping done by persons against whom 
the charge of favoritism was so frequently 
made last year. 

The attitude of the National Racing Board 
towards the smaller meets will be more fa- 
vorable than in past years. Fred Gerlach, 
who has charge of racing in Illinois, says the 
outlook for a successful racing season and 
for numerous events is the most promising 
in the annals of the league's jurisdiction. 
Sanctions will be given to all reputable clubs 
making requests providing there is no direct 
conflict with other meets. A careful super- 
vision will be maintained by the State and 
National Boards, and the question of pro- 
fessionalism will be watched more closely 
because of the abolishment of Class B and 
the retaining of so many semi-professionals 
in the amateur class.

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‘** Becket,”’ Tennyson’s drama, rearranged 


for the stage by Sir Henry Irving, was 


played last night before an audience not 
great in numbers, but filled with respect and 
admiration... The difficulties—and they are 
not slight—of thus presenting the life of the 
martyred Archbishop of Canterbury, for 
years Old England’s chiefest saint, were 
surmounted, and a panorama of the twelfth. 
century held before the people present which 
deserves a leading piace in the memory. 

Tennyson’s work, great as a poem, in 
spite of the pruning process to Which it has 
been subjected, lacks in dramatic vigor. 
But this quality brings it nearer an ideal. 

As an intellectual study, pruned of all 
theatricality, robust without declamation, 
and interesting without distorting the facts 
of history, it deserves the place it holds in 
the English player’s repertory of being its 
brightest gem. Irving’s individuality was 
for once wholly lost in his part. Save the 
slight peculiarity of hds gait, there was 
nothing left of the mannerisms so often 
found objectionable or of the mumbling of 
speech which left the words unintelligible. 
Fie stood clearly the champion of the church 
against the King and Barons, and the saint 
whose fate was written by a vision long be- 
fore he gained the crown of martyrdom. 

The prologue was disappointing in so far as 
it failed to find in Irving the robust, hearty 
Chancellor of Henry’s love. The Hnes re- 
quired a burly man, a merchant’s son, a 
hearty Mver and a stalwart warrior. There 
was no attempt to have him “ the man to 
fill out a church robe,’’ and the lines them- 
selves were read with too little of this ro- 
bustness shining through them. There was 
rather the premonition of the ascetic priest, 
a going above and beyond Tennyson's idea. 
which comes nearer the records handed 
down by John of Salisbury and Grim, his 
contemporaries in later life, and, after‘his 
death, his biographers. 

By as much as he fell short in this at the 
rise of the curtain’ by so much did he realize 
to the full the idea of a man whose approved 
sanctity, even to this day, is solely account- 
able for the familiarity of Thomas as a 
Christian name. To go back to St. Thomas 
i Becket’s shrine, whose fame throughout 
Christendom made a pilgrimage to it the 
fitting frame on which to hang England's 
first great poet’s greatest poem, and revive 
his memory before an audience 800 and 
more years later, will always rank among 
Irving’s greatest achievements. 

For the first time during the present en- 
gagement Miss Julia Arthur was given a 
part which enabled her to display both her 
ability and her beauty to advantage. As 
Rosamund, one of the fair women of all 
time, she failed in nothing so far as surpas- 
sing loveliness of feature is concerned. She 
held the audience throughout the difficult 
scene with Queen Eleanor, and at its close 
was recalled no less than three times. This 
was neither the effect of her physical 
charms nor of the interest all who knew 
her story of Yankee pluck in conquering 
recognition. It was by manifestations ofa 
real and intelligent conception of dramatic 
values. Some of her readings were imita- 
tive, but all were informed with perception 
and study. 

Mr. Cooper as King Henry of England 
made a fitting consort to his love in appear- 
ance and theatric force. Miss Mary Rorke’s 
Eleanor was powerful, though strained at 
intervals, But the play as a whole gives 
proof of the resources of the Lyceum com- 
pany. 

Sir Henry Irving, upon the invitation of 
President Harper of the University of Chi- 
cago, will deliver an address upon the 
“Character of Macbeth ”’ in the university 
lecture hall on Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock.

The final concert of the Chicago Orchestra 
prior to the Eastern tour closed with a 
scene of great enthusiasm at the Auditorium 
last night.

AMERICA WINS THE CHESS MATCH.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


SECRETARY LAMONT OBJECTS TO GEN, 
MILES’ PROMOTION, 


Declares There Must Be an End to the 
Honorary Grade of Lieutenant-General 


=—Medals of the World’s Fair Ordered ’ 


Distributed=Advantage Taken of the 
Antiquated Rules of the Senate—Con- 


gressman Linton Challenged to Fight a 
Duel with Cap*. Phelan, 

Washington, D.C., March 14.—Army offi- 
cers are much stirred up over the report made 
by Secretary Lamont to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs declining to approve 
the bill to revive the grade of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral for the benefit of Maj.-Gen. Miles, nowin 
command of the army. The Secretary of 
War in his report says there must necessarily 
be some end tothe revival of this honorary 
grade, and he puts his opposition to the bill 
one the ground if the rank is given to Gen, 
Miles it must also be given in due course to 
each of the other Major-Generals as soon as 
‘they assume command of the army. Basing 
the record on war service, Gen. Ruger leads 
Gen. Miles, as he was a Major-General of 
volunteers in November, 1862, whereas Miles 
did not receive the same rank until 1864. 
Gen. Merritt was a volunteer Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in June, 1873. 

The objection made bythe Secretary of 
War is largely based on the fact that neither 
of the three Major-Generals had a rank higher 
than Colonel in the regular establishment 
until long after the war, and not one of them 
has commanded a separate army in the field. 
The Secretary’s reasons for declining to ap- 
prove the bill met with approval among 
many old soldiers. quite a number of 
whom were opposed to reviving the 
grade for the benefit of Gen. Scho- 
field. although he was a Major-General 
in the volunteers as far back as 1862, and 
had been a Brigadier in the regular army 
since 1864, 

Rewarded for Gallant Service. 

Gen. Miles received a commission specifi- 
cally for distinguished services during the 
battles of the Wilderness and Spottsylvania 
Court-House in Virginia, being made Briga- 
dier-General of Volunteers at that time, and 
Gen. Merritt was also among the list of offi- 
cers who received commissions for specific 
gallant services. Nevertheless, these distinc- 
tions, it is said, are not sufficient to justif 
giving the rank of Lieutenant-General to eac 

f the present Major-Generals unless it is pro- 
ehosed to revive this high rank regularly for 
the officer who may be in command of the 
army. . 

While Secretary Lamont’s report meets 
with favor on its general propositions, it 
has revived the old story of the persecution 
of Gen. Miles. This is said to grow out of 
two things. First of all, the present com- 
manding General is not a graduate of West 
Point. and as he is the first man to be placed 
at the head of the army without having re- 
ceived his early education at the public ex- 
never given him the same cor- 
allegiance they have given other 
Generals.

Gen. Miles’ Career. 

The present Commanding General began 
his military service as Captain of a company 
in the Twenty-second Massachusetts Infantry 
in 1861, and he worked his way up until he 
received the volunteer rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in 1864 and his Major-General’s stars 
the following year. Gen. Miles did not go 
into the regular army until 1866, and then 
only with the rank ef Colonel of the old -For- 
tieth Infantry, and for this reason the 
Military Academy crowd has always af- 
fected to sneer at his military service and 
the influence of this clique is alleged to have 
prompted the report by the Secretary of War. 
There are in Congress several old soldiers who 
have considerable respect for the volunteer 
establishment. and they say they will do all in 
their power to make Gen. Miles a Lieutenant- 
General for the express purpose of emphasiz- 
ing the fact that the man who started in as a 
Captain in the time of war and worked his 
way up to the command of the army long 
years afterward in time of peace is fully en- 
titled to the highest rank within the gift of 
Congress.

AMOUNT OF FEBRUARY EXPORTS. 


An Increase of $21,366,241 Over the 
Same Period of 1895. 
Washington, D. C., March 14.—A state- 
ment issued by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the imports and exports of the United States 
for the month of February and for the eight 
months ending Feb. 29, 1896, shows the ex- 
ports .of domestic merchandise during the 
month amounted to $76,366,155, against $54,- 
909,044 during February, 1895. For the eight 
months the exports amounted to $590,269,- 
now, or $40,000,000 in excess of the same pe- 
SS ed of merchandise during Feb- 
ruary amounted to $62,487,298, of which — 
524,036 was free’ of duty. For the eight 
months the imports, dutiable and free, were 
$61,402,207 less than the exports. 
During February the exports of gold coin 
and bullion amounted to $2,183,700 and the 
imports to $11,559,089. For eight months 
the exports were $53,642,902 in excess of the 
imports. The exports of silver coin and bull-

WANTS TO KILL A CONGRESSMAN. 


Mr. Linton Challenged to Fight a Duel 
by Capt. Phelan. 

Washington, D. C., March 14.—Represent- 
ative Linton of Michigan, the leader of the 
A. P. A. sentiment in the House, received 
some days ago a letter from Capt. Thomas 
Phelan of Kansas City, the Irish agitator, 
challenging him to fight a duel at Bladens- 
burg. The challenge was preceded by a 
denunciation of Mr. Linton’s course in op- 
posing the church school appropriations 
and the placing of the statue of Father Mar- 
quette in the Capitol. Mr. Linton paid no 
attention to the communication, and from 
some other source it found its way into the 
newspapers, 

Mr. Linton said today: 

“Ever since the House defeated the ap- 
proprigtions for sectarian institutions in the 
District of Columbia bill partly through 
my efforts, my mail has been loaded with 
Zreat numbers of letters from religious 
fanatics and cranks denouncing me, threat- 
ening vengeante and death in various 
forms. I have paid no attention to any of 
them. 

‘*Since publicity has been given to it I 
may conclude to make some reply. Not so 
much to Phelan as to the fanatical spirit 
which he represents. Of course, fighting 
duels is not in my line. I am not an enemy 
to the church, but I am unalterably opposed 
to government appropriations to “assist 
sectarian work, and to any sort of union of 
Church and State, and shall continue to op- 
pose them.”’ 

Capt. Phelan is represented asa celebrated 
broadswordsman and a Fenian. A few 
years ago he was stabbed ina row in O’Don- 
ovan Rossa’s office in New York.

Lincoln Club Likely to Take a Lease 
on Carter Harrison’s Old House—It.

The ‘‘telescope 
tree,” which is situated in the upper grove, 
is a monster whose heart has been destroyed 
by fire, and one may enter its spacious apart- 
ments and view the stars in broad daylight 
through a huge aperture.high in its trunk. 
The State Commissioners have placed a 
keeper in this park in order that it may be 
properly preserved and to prevent fires and 
facts of vandalism. 

The Yosemite Park grant proper is six

nances. Immediately the Ferris Wheel 
company instituted mandamus proceedings 
to compel the city to issue a license for th 
saloon, holding that the ordinance was clear- 
ly invalid under Judge Payne's decision. 

The city was cornered, but it would not 
admitit. Attorneys for the property-owners 
of the district went before Judge Adams, 
where the application for the writ was ar- 
gued. Judge Adams held that the old char- 
ter provisions, under which Judge Payne 
found the “‘boodle” ordinances invalid, are 
not now in force. On this finding he decided 
against the Ferris Wheel company. 

The case went up to the Appellate Court 
and in a decision reached on Oct. 30 tho 
Ferris Wheel company won the case. This 
decision, however, was based upon the find- 
ing that any ordinance seeking thus to 
establish a prohibition district must be dis- 
criminating and dangerous. Deciding the 
case upon this one point, the question of 
charter provisions was not considered.

Women learn to know about what time 
the buyers are back from abroad, for they 
still get their best styles in novelties from 
over the water. The judicious shopper goes 
early, before the choicest things have been 
picked over and culled out. And the quiet 
of Lent_is an admirable time for these un- 
molested shopping tours. 

The glove, true to tradition, is still a bone 
of contention. In ancient times, thrown 
upon the ground it was a challenge to a 
duei. Today the duel goes merrily on for 
styles in gloves. 


No Distinct Style. 

Scarcely any one distinctive style or shade 
is paramount, and opinions among the buy- 
ers as to what will probably be worn are so 
diverse as to be altogether mystifying. In 
one big shop evening gloves will be entirely 
of Suede, while in another the glacé is the 
only thing shown. 

“The worst of the situation is,” said a 
prominent merchant yesterday, “‘ we cannot 
even guess what sort of a fad women will 
take. Styles in gloves do not vary so much 
as in other things. A change usually comes 
about once in seven years, but when the 
change comes it starts like wildfire, and 
often we are not given warning enough even 
to get rid of old stock. 

“Where the change starts from we are 
never able to tell. A woman comes in here 
and asks for, say, an undressed kid, when 
dressed kid is really being worn, Then an- 
other comes, and another, and before we 
know it we have a deluge... We resort to 
telegraph and cable to fill orders, and are 
then sometimes short.”’ 


Long Black Glace for Opera, 


In the line of evening gloves, while some 
Say suede and others say gliacé, they all agree 
on one point—that is, the long black glacé 
will be a reigning fad for the coming opera 
season. So much for that coy and doubtful 
maiden, Miss Yvette Guilbert. The women 
may have forgotten how sh@sang, or did not 
sing. But they have not forgotten how ef- 
fective were those long, slim arms in their 
black, sinuous gloves. Women who would 
not dream of entertaining the little French 
comedienne do not hesitate to imitate her 
in so small a matter as a pair of gloves.

New York State was the scene of the 
crowning event in the slectrical history of 
1805, while in our own country also was 
demonstrated the facts upon which no small 
part of the work of the future depends with 
regard to the operaticn of main lines of 
railroad by electricity, says the New York 
World. 

The utilization in 1995 on a grand scale 
of the energy of Niagara Falls makes the 
great cataract, more than it ever was be- 
fore, the common property of the citizens of 
this State and a bene*actor of the republic 
at large. The success of the enterprise 
there, which has involved an expenditure of 
$5,000,000, depends not upon a mecnopoly of 
the power, but upon the ability to distribute 
it. After all is said and done very few peo- 
ple ever see the wondrously beautiful falls, 
and then only for a chance holiday, perhaps 
once in a lifetime. Now, however, by the 
electrical methods adopted, the useful ener- 
gy of the cataract has become cheaply and 
immediately available every day in the year, 
to hundreds and thousands, even millions 
of people, for an endless variety of purposes. 
If this be not to make Niagara a common 
heritage, then I do not Know what the 
phrase means. | 

Best of all, the power which is to spread 
out over the Niagara region for many a mile, 
like a fertilizing Nile, is derived without 
any lessening of the beauty of the scenery. 
The power-house is one and a half miles 
above the Horseshoe Falls, and even if all 
the plans for utilizing the plunging mass of 
water were to be carried out the diminution 
in the stately flow over the curving lip of 
giant rocks would be less than is caused by 
an ordinary season of drought. But all the 
plans will not be carried out; only the more 
reasonable and legitimate ones: and Niag- 
ara, while paying an imperceptible toll, like 
a barbarian under nominal tribute to im- 
perial control, will remain as wild, untamed, 
and terrific as ever. 

The machinery installed at Niagara in 
1895 marks a new era in biz work. Lach of 
the dynamos, embodying new ideas, is of 
5,000 horse-power, yet occupies a floor space 
only about fifteen feet square, stands less 
than fifteen feet high, and runs so quietly it 
would hardly wake a baby. Two or three 
years ago an ordinary electrical plant of 
the same power needed several times as 
much space, and every small machine in it 
made as much noise and required as much 
attendance as each of these unostenta- 
tious triumphs of engineering design, a cur- 
rent from one of which would run twenty 
or thirty of the locomotives on the elevated 
road or more than a hundred street cars. 

Already electricity is being delivered from 
the Niagara generators in large volume for 
the production of aluminum and carborun- 
dum, and other factories are being erected 
to make huge quantities of chemicals elec- 
trically. A new city was born this year at 
Niagara, destined to be one of the most im- 
portant on this continent. Yet that was not 
all, for with the closing days of the year a 
coutract was signed by the City of Buffalo 
for the delivery of Niagara power within 
its gates. 

The hopes of Buffalo of indefinite expan- 
sion, with the help of this power, are not in 
any way chimerical, for 1895 witnessed the 
success of an electrical transmission in Cali- 
fornia from Folsom to Sacramento, a dis- 
tance more than from the Suspension 
Bridge to Lake Erie, and there are other 
transmissions as long. 

Prominent also in the annals of 1895 is the 
application of electricity to the Erie Canal 
in a successful and scientific way. The 
power is exterior to the boats, and is fur- 
nished by motors hauling themselves along 
cables suspended trom poles on the bank 
and hitched to a tow of barges. All the Erie

PLAN OF PIONEER PUPILS 


CHICAGO’S FIRST SCHOOLCHILDREN 
WILL ORGANIZE, 


Time Is 1845 to 1849—Building Was 
Opposite Where McVicker’s Theater 
Now Stands, and Many of the Old 
Boys and Girls Are Now Alive and 
Intend to Form an Association for 
the Purpose of Recalling Old Mem- 
ories and Happy Schooldays. 


There are many organizations in Chicago 
founded to commemorate events connected 
with the early history, but the latest to take 
form is an association of the scholars who 
attended the first Chicago public school 
between the years 1845 and 1849. It is be- 
lieved there is a sufficient numbér of them 
now in the city, or in this part of the country, 
to form an association around which many 
interesting memories would cluster. 

Memebership, should an association be 
formed, as now looks probable, will not be 
confined by any cast-iron rules to attendants 
between the dates mentioned. They are 
simply approximative, the latest date being 
selected because of a probability the old 
people may wish to identify themselves as 
young ‘49ers. 

Mrs. J. E. Howland, who is taking an 
active part in the initial work necessary 
to an organization, was one of the pupils 
in 1850, and is the originator of the idea, 
which, if worked out on present lines, will 
bring together, in their old age, a large 
number of men and women, many of them 
now prominent in various walks of life, 
who have rarely met since the days when 
they were young folks in school together. 

As a preliminary to this organization Mrs. 
Howland would be glad to have those who 
are eligible to membership forward her 
their names at No. 5, Portland Block. 


The Old Schoolhouse. 


Not a large number of people will remem- 
ber this first public schoolhouse. It wasa 
two-story, square brick building, plain and 
unattractive, and stood in Madison street, 
between Dearborn and State streets, direct- 
ly opposite where McVicker’s Theater is 
now located. ‘It cost the city $3,850, this ex- 
travagant amount being divided between 
the mason and the carpenter. The former 
was a man named A. C. Wood and received 
$1,775. E. Wetherbee did the wood work 
and was paid $2,075. The lower story of the 
building was completed and ready for occu- 
pancy about the middle of January, 1845, 
the.entire structure being finished in the 
spring of the same year. It was known as 
School No. 1 until early in the year 185s, 
when it received the name of the ‘* Dearborn 
School.’’ 

The building was regarded by many at 
the time as far beyond the needs of the city,

In May, 1845, an additional teacher, 
Miss Margaret A. Clarkson, was employed. 
In May, 1846, Miss Anna Day was appointed, 
making the corps of teachers four, besides 
the principal. In May, 1847, two years after 
the completion of the building, there were 
six teachers besides the principal. 

Mr. Sturtevant was succeeded by Mr. A. 
W. Ingalls, who remained in charge till his 
death, some time in April, 1850. F. A. Ben- 
bam was the next principal. He remained 
till April, 1854,

HE DOES NOT AGREE WITH TESLA, 


Prof. Stine on the Properties.of the 
Roentgen Rays. 

Prof. W. M. Stine of Armour Institute 
takes issue with Nikola Tesla on the subject 
of the X ray. Tesla’s views and the result 
of his experiments were made known yes- 
terday through a letter to the Electrical 
Review, extracts from which were published 
in THE TRIBUNE. Hee announced himself 
an adherent of the emission or material 
theory. 

Prof. Stine says to believe this is to take 
a retrograde leap of 300 years into the 
laboratory of Sir Isaac Newton. 

“If Tesla has been correctly quoted he 
must be in his second childhood,” said Prof. 
Stine. He says, or rather is quoted saying, 
he is becoming more and more convinced we 
have to deal with a_ stream of material 
particles which strike the sensitive plate 
with great velocity. Then he asks: Are 
the particles from the electrodes or from the 
charged surface generally, including the 
case of an external electrode, projected 
through the glass or aluminum walls, or 
do they merely hit the inner surface and 
cause particles from the outside of the wall 
to fly off, acting in a purely mechanical 
way, as when a row of ivory balls are 
Struck? He seems to think the particles are 
projected through the wall of the bulb. 

This material theory is not original with 
Tesla. It was advanced by an Englishman, 
but it has met with no indorsement abroad. 
I shall certainly be surprised if Tesla seri- 
ously holds it. I shall suspend judgment 
until his article in the Electrical Review ar- 
rives here. 

Tesla is too scientific to adopt so crudea 
notion. It is hard to conceive of matter be- 
ing projected through thick layers of wood, 
glass, flesh, ete. To be projected matter 
must have mass in order to acquire mo- 
mentum enough to overcome the resistance 
offered by the wall of the Crookes tube, and 
the other substances, the material theory 
supposes, are pierced by these projected par- 
ticles of matter. 

“In my view a longitudinal ether vibra- 
tion is the cause of the Xray. The presence 
of material] particles in the imperfect vac- 
uum of the Crookes tube probably has noth- 
ing to do with the generation of the X ray. 
Longitudinal vibrations are given off by all 
vibrating molecules, and as such must be 
gene gg in all sources of light, consequently 
n all forms of Geisler and Crookes. tubes.

This is not at all true 
of light rays, which affect some dry plates 
more powerfully than others. 

The reason why some substances are 
opaque to the Roentgen ray is they are elec- 
trical conductors. They stop out the elec- 
trical waves to a larger or smaller extent, 
and so prevent their action on the dry plate. 
The electrical wave appears to be the active 
element of the X ray. The longitudinal ray

If the figure of that great hero, Gari- 
pbaldi, could arise from the tomb, that Gari- 
baldi who fought simply to give a free Italy 
to Italians, whose ideal was Mberty for ah 
people, what sorrow it would be to him the 
sight of this desolating slaughter, and of 
the flag, symbol of peace and liberty, car- 
ried to foreign lands to proclaim the oppres- 
sion and subjection of a people. 

Now comes the war in Africa. The ort- 
gin of this wretched undertaking is obscure. 
it is sufficient to know it has served as a 
veil to all the defect*of administration of all 
the Premiers, from Depretis to Crispi. This 
afcursed African war, which has cost the 
Italian people so much money and precious 
life, has been for the most part 
stirred up by the private interests of Sig. 
Crispi, that childish old man, who thought 
to strengthen himself in power by the Ital- 
ian victories in Africa. So Italy found her- 
self engaged in a war with Abyssinia, a war 
which the people has never wished, but 
which a few despots have continued. The 
Italian people have nothing to do with the 
war in Africa. Onthecontrary they ardent- 
ly wish to end it as soon as possible, not only 
because it would put an end to the mockery 
of using their arms against the independ- 
ence of a people, but also because the mill- 
ions destroyed for the conquest of a desert 
gives little blessing to the Italian people. 
The Italian people protest against this war 
because they think it is unjust. The moth- 
ers who many times have girded the shield 
to the arms of their dear sons, bidding them 
return with it or upon it, impeded the de- 
parture of the soldiers because they think 
this war is inhuman; and men, and women, 
and children defy the bayonets of the police- 
men because they consider this war is not 
national, not Italian. May the blood shed 
from the hearth of the Italian soldiers on 
that burning desert land fall as a curse 
over the heads of the guilty ones.

PASSENGER WAR BECOMES SERIOUS. 


Denver and Gulf Tries to Force the 
Atchison to Settle Coal Troubles. 

There is little chance of a speedy adjust- 
ment of the passenger rate war inaugurated 
a few days ago by the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gulf roads. The cutting of rates is stil] 
confined to the territory covered by the 
Denver and Gulf, but fears of its spreading 
east to the Missouri River are entertained. 
It all depends on the Union Pacific, which 
gives the Gulf road an outlet from Julesburg 
Junction, Neb., to Omaha. Thus far the 
Union Pacific has refused to join the Denver 
and Guif in the cut rates, and if it continues 
to hold this position serious results to the 
trans-Missouri roads will be averted. 

The object of the Denver and Gulf in re- 
opening the old fight on passenger rates in 
Colorado is to force the Santa F6 into a set- 
tlement of the coal rate war on the terms 
proposed by the Gulf. Vice-President Mor- 
ton of the Santa Fé said yesterday his com- 
pany had already made all the concessions 
to the Denver and Gulf in the coal war that 
it can afford to make. Both the Burlington 
and Union Pacific, he said, are interested in 
this coal war, and stand in the way of a 
settlement of the trouble with the Denver 
and Gulf. ‘ 

The unfortunate part about this fight is the 
Denver and Rio Grande, which is an inno- 
cent party, is made the principal sufferer, be- 
cause it is compelled to meet the cut rates: 
made by the Denver and Gulf, and its rey- 
enue is thereby greatly reduced.

Miss Mary Garrett, who for years was the 
confidential adviser of her father, the late 
John W. Garrett, the famous railroad man, 
and who knows more about railroad busi- 
ness than any other woman in America, is 
said to be the leading spirit in the movement 
to protect the immense interests of her fam- 
ily, the Johns Hopkins University, and other 
heavy stockholders in the reorganization 
and rehabilitation of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad.

‘An Inmate of the Michigan City Peni- 


tentiary Becomes Converted Dur- 
ing a Religious Revival in Prison 
and Tells How the Chicago Man 
Was Murdered—Other Crimes in 
Which the Convict Wasa Principal 
or Accessery. 
Joseph Albert Vinson, an inmate of the 
Michigan City Penitentiary, has confessed to 


_ an appalling record of crime, and for the first 


ime tells the story of the murder of James 
runty and his son, Peter, at No. 44 West 
Thirteenth street, on Nov,-15, 1893, \in which 
he was implicated. reek 
Burglars were discovered working to open a 
safe in the Prunty home. Before making 
their escape they killed the father and mortal- 
ly wounded the son, who died a few days later. 
Thomas McNally, Charles Kurth, and Edward 
Warren are now serving life sentences in Jo- 
liet for this crime. 
Convict Vinson says two of these men are 
imnocent, but the names by which he desig- 


nates them does not make it clear which two. 


This confession followed Vinson’s conver- 
sion d a mid-winter revival in the peni- 
tentiary. He was sentenced under the name 
of “John Stone” for his share in the Lake 
Shore train robbery at Kendallville, Ind. At 
the time of his capture stem f Herd of Fort 
Wayne was seriously wounded and a partner 
of “Stone”? was killed. Vinson’s home was 
‘Port Huron, Mich. 

Story of the Pronty Murder. 

The story of the Ciicago double murder, as 
given to Warden Harley and Chaplain Kerr, 
was: !

and in the struggle a shot was fired. Prunty 
fell to the floor. A young man heard the 
noise and came running in and he was also 
shot. We started to -escape, but a young 
woman came down the hall and grabbed me 
as I attempted to pass her. I broke away and 
she caught ‘ Doc’ and jerked the mask off his 
face. -1 caught her around the waist and 
threw her back in the hall. We then escaped 
from the house and ‘ Doc’ and ‘Shorty’ went 
back to their rooms. 

** That same morning ‘ Doc’ and two other 
men were arrested. I saw‘ Doc’ atthe jail 
and he said he expected to get the rope. They 
were all sent to Joliet, ‘Doc’ going for life. 
He is the one who did the shooting, the other 
two being innocent. Old Mr.. ty was 
killed, and I think his son was also. We did 
not get any money. ‘ Doc’, had been put on 
the job by a fellow named ‘Jim,’ who went 
there to ‘ burh’ the house fora pair of pants 
and saw the safe in the library. ‘Jim’ stays 
around Chicago, but Ido not know his other 
name.

Tells of Other Murders. 

Vinson’s confession also includes murders 
and desperate highway robberies in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Kansas City, Mo., and other places.

Contractor Robbed and Killed. 

* Duffy and myself went to Mansfield, O.

pavers were full of the affair. We met him in 

restline, and the job was done between Co- 
lumbus and Mansfield, on the Pennsylvania 
railway. Duffy shot him four or five times, 
and we threw the body off the train near the 
Toledo junction. From there we went to Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., where we held up some fel- 
lows coming from Ringling’s circus one night. 
We went to Chicago and thento Fort Wayne 
where we got into the trouble which landed 
me here. It was in Fort Wayne we shot Dep- 
uty Herd. 

‘*The time we were going back from the 
East to the West Duffy and Walworth were 
with me and we stopped in Kansas City fora 
week. We went over to Wyandotte to a dance, 
and coming back to the city about midnight 
we crossed the Sixth street bridge. About 
half way over we met a man and Walworth 
asked him fora match. Duffy hit him on the 
head and we robbed him, taking his watch 
and money. A policeman caught us in the 
act, but we bought him off by giving him the 
fellow’s watch. The policeman’s name was 
Henry Donnelly, who was afterwards sent to 
the penitentiary for killing a brother officer. 
One day I visited him at Lansing, Kas., where 
he was doing time. I saw his wife, who was 
wearing that very watch. 

Innocent Boys in Prison. 


‘‘ There are two boys in the Allegheny ‘ pen’ 
who are held for robbing the traveling man 
whom I held up in Pittsburg. They are, of 
course, both innocent.”’ 

The rest of Vinson’s confession concerns 
crimes in which he had no part, but of which 
he says he has information that may lead to 
the arrest of criminals now at large. One of 
these is a murder at Newburg, N. Y., that 
caused a sensation several years ago. 

Stone tells his story in a straightforward 
manver, with the air of a condemned man 


' whose conscience has forced him to make the 


confession. Warden Harley, who has the 
written confession, says he believes Stone has 
magnified small crimes, and that the incidents 
are used as corroborative detail, but are not 
to be depended on unless verified. Several of 


the stories the prison officials have been able 
to 


partially verify. 


PROPOSITION TO BUILD A RAILROAD. 


Important Link to Be Constructed Be- 
twreen Quincy and Beardstown. 

Quincy, Ill., March 14.—[Special.J—J. C. 
Hubinger, the Keokuk capitalist, made a 
proposition tonight to construct a railroad 
from here to Beardstown provided this city 
gives him a bonus of $125,000. Not a cent of 
it is to be paid until the road is built and in 
operation. This same piece of road is pro- 
posed to be built by a syndicate of which 
Theodore Gilman of New York is the head 
and which obtained control of the Omaha 
and St. Louis road two months ago. it 
would connect with the Baltimore and Ohio 
system at Beardstown and with another 
short strip from Trenton, Mo., to Pattons- 
burg, Mo., using the Omaha and St. Louis 
and the Quincy, Omaha and Kansas City 
roads, would make a through line from the 
Missouri River to the seaboard. 


ATTORNEYS FILE ANSWER TO SUIT. 


Embezzlement Charges Against Coun- 
ty Treasurer Greene of Eau Claire. 

Eau Claire, Wis., March 14.—[Special.|—At- 
torneys for O. H. Ingram and William A. 
Rust, bondsmen of Charles H. Greene, Coun- 
ty Treasurer, have filed an answer tothe suit 
of the city against the bondsmen and Greene. 
The answer admits that Greene was in de-

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CAREER OF CRIME ENDED. 


REASON FOR THE SUICIDE OF HENRY 
F. BASTIAN IS MADE KNOWN, 


y 


Notwithstanding a Contrary Verdict 
of the Coroner’s Jury, There Is No 
Longer Any Question but That Fred 
Kuschman Was Murdered—Forged 
Deed Is Also Discovered—Bastian Is 
Thought to Have Been Guilty of 
Taking Life of Two Other Persons. 

Rock Island, Ill., March 14.—[Special.}— 
The suicide of Henry F. Bastian, the Black 
Hawk Township farmer, has been today 
throughout the county almost the sole topic 
of conversation. Coming, as it did, as the 
tragic climax of a series of startling incidents 
that have been developed in the township 
recently, commencing two weeks ago with the 
finding of the dead body of Fred Kuschman, 
Bastian’s hired man, the news produced an in- 
describable sensation. 

Kuschman, it was alleged by Bastian, had 
been paid the night of his death $79, a balance 
due him for labor, after which he started 
for hishome near this city. An hour after 
the supposed time of departure Bastian 
rushed into the home of A. Weigle, two miles 
from his own home, and summoned assistance 
to remove the body of Kuschman from the 
public road, where he said he had discovered 


it. Incidentally he stated that Kuschman 
had left his house on a fractious horse, and 


the animal returning to his home riderless 


_ and without a saddle he suspected the worst, 


and hitching up his horse and buggy had gone 
in search of Kuschman, whom he found a 
mile away from his own home, 


Peculiar Coroner’s Verdict. 


Notwithstanding that five wounds were 
found on Kuschman’s head and there were 
none on any other part of his body and no ev. 
idence whatever that he had been dragged, 
the jury next day returned a verdict of acci- 
dental death. ‘Lhe fact that his overcoat was 
found in the road folded up, with the mittens 
in the pocket, that there was a biotch of blood 
on the lining, with marks of bloody hands on 
the back of it, and that Bastian had said 
Kuschman put it on before leaving, led to the 
first suspicion of foul play. ‘These theories 
were strengthened further by ‘ recovery of 
but two silver dollars of Kur i's money 
and by the mysterious and a! disappear- 
ance of the man’s cap. 

A few days later, in this city Drs. G, E, 
Barth andJ. R. Hollowbush made careful 
examination of the wounds of Kuschinan’s 
head and dissented from the opinion of Dr. 
W.L. Eddy of Milan that they had been in- 
flicten by horses’ hoofs. The Rock Island 
surgeons declared that the wounds were in- 
flicted by such a weapon as aclub. Then 
Bastian began to talk, insisting upon the acci- 
dent theory, and made numerous contra- 
dictory and inconsistent statements. 

Arson Case Causes Suspicion. 

Investigation placed suspicion upon him 
in connection with the burning of a barn on 
the McLaughlin farm two miles from his place 
two nights before the murder. It was known 
that the barn was fired for the purpose of at- 
tracting the attention of the people in the 
house, who were known to have money, and 
while the fire was being fought a robbery was 
attempted. A member of the family return- 
ing suddenly to the house found the lights out 
and a stranger inside. The latter escaped 
without finding any money. 

Bastian was at the fire and explained that he 
happened to be in the neighborhood as he was 
looking for stray stock. In the meantime his 
family had been looking for him and Kusch- 
man had been scouring the locality in search 
of him. What Kuschman may lve discov: 
ered or with what he may have confronted 
Bastian on the night of the murder is a matter 
of surmise. 

Two Other Probable Murders, 


The mysterious disappearance of Fritz 
Krans two years ago, also of John Louder. 
beck, who disappeared without a trace a year 
ago, both of whom were in Bastian’s employ, 
are now believed to be murders, which may, 
nevertheless, not be investigated further. 

It is known that Bastian was hard up, but 
he had been in town the day of Kuschman’s 
disappearance and had made it a point to tell 
several that he intended to pay him off that 
night. It is not 
man received any money from Bastian. 


were found inthe cow-shed near Bastian’s 
house, but ason the Monday following Bas- 
tian had killed three shoats in the same shed, 
it was necessary to have a chemical analysis, 
which has just been completed and which es- 
tablished the fact that blood. found on the 
walis and the ceiling of the shed was human, 
and yesterday more of the same was found in 
the manger of the same shed. 

On Thursday evening Bastian acknowledged 
the forgery of the name of his father, 
dead, to a mortgage for $1.300 on the farm 
on which he lived and winch is now in his 
mother’s name. ‘This instrument was drawn 
five years ago and is now .due. At the time it 
was written Bastian, in addition to forging his 
father’s name, secured the. signature of his 
wife, Eva i. Bastian, on preténse to her that 
the farm belonged to him. This signature he 
passed off as his mother’s, and people not 
familiar with the names only discovered the 
discrepancy on Thursday, when they found 
that the elder Mrs. Bastian’s name was Katb- 
erine. 


Message Left by Bastian. 

Bastian left a message in which he made 
no reference to his wife, but was anxious that 
his sister, Carrie, should have the estate. He 
said with reference to the accusation of his 
having killed Kuschman simply: “ I am in- 
nocent of Fred Kuschman.”’ 

A fact of importance-is that when told for 
the first time in Milan’Thursday that he was 
suspected of the McLaughlin fire, he was 
more greatly agitated than at any time yet, 
and eagerly sought the source of the charge. 
He was told, and at last accounts said he was 
going at once to see the person mentioned 
and demand a publicrefutation. That person 
never saw Bastain. 


Bastain was 27 years old and leaves a wife 
and child. Mrs. Bastian comes from a_ well- 
to-do family. ‘The Coroner’s jury, of which 
Dr. W. L. Eddy, who was Bastian’s family 
aia tora and who made the first diagnosis of 

uschman’s wounds, was foreman, returned a 
verdict attributing the suicide to financial 
troubles.

LIQUOR TAXES VS. PROHIBITION. 


Tendency to Local Option and Higher 
License Taxes—Best Way to Deal 
with the Rum Question. 

New York Sun: The general tendency of 
legislation, North and South, and in Demo- 
cratic as well as Republican States, has, of 
late years, been toward a higher rate of ex- 
cise tax, and an increased number of re- 
strictions upon the sale at retail of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

In Arkansas practical prohibition has been 
established by the votes of the citizens in 


in fifty counties there is a partial prohibition 
established by the votes of the citizens re- 
siding within three miles of a church or 
school. In. Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Georgia the rule prevails that where any 
license is authorized it is at a rate so high 
as to restrict the number of saloons.

antagonistic to it. The Republicans have 
passed a somewhat similar law in Pennsyl- 
vania—and survived politically by a large 
majority.

Six hundred dollars is the rate of 
excise tax in the cities.of Iowa where liquor 
selling is permitted. In Maryland the tax 
on liquor selling is not uniform, but is regu- 
lated by the several localities. In Baltimore, 
which has 2,200 saloons, the rate is $250. 
Illinois has a rate of $500 for liquor saloons, 
and recently there has been a wholesale clos- 
ing of the smaller placesinthat State. This 
has been due, the brewers say, to the ruin- 
ous competition which has sprung up be- 
tween them, and the retailers say to the de- 
mand of the brewers for exorbitant profit. 
In Indiana there is a State license of $100 
and incorporated cities are empowered by 
the law of that State to impose an additional 
license of $250. Massachusetts is a high- 
license State, the annual fee for liquor sell- 
ing amounting in some of its cities to as high 
as $2,000, ranging from that figure to $1,000, 
which is the minimum.

Delay in Transvaal Cases. 

Predictions that the open split between 
Chamberlain and his Tory colleagues will 
come over the Transvaal business continue 
to be heard, but they grow less confident 
now that the matter has got into British law 
courts, where the science of delay has been 
carried to the heart-breaking point of per- 
fection. So far as it is understood now the 
Jameson hearing next Tuesday will occupy 
only ‘a few hours, then be adjourned another 
week, and after that everything will be sus- 
pended for a month or so, ostensibly toawait 
the arrival of evidence from the Transvaal, 
but private letters from the Cape say that 
the Colonial Office men sent out there to 
gather this testimony are doing nothing but

No Grant for Cambridge. 

A week of further meditation on that an- 
nual grant of £1,800 ($9,000) to the Duke of 
Cambridge smuggled into the army esti- 
mates has arousd such widespread hostility 
among the Tories themselves that now it 
is hardly doubted that the Duke will be 
pressed By the ministry to decline the thing 
in advance. If he refuses to do this then the 
ministry will have to face the alternative of 
abandoning the grant themselves or proba- 
bly of being beaten on it. 

This royal cadging for money used to be 
common enough, and there were periodical 
scandals about it till Mr. Gladstone and 
ether old servants and friends of the crown 
arranged a new system of support for the 
Princes, which, it was supposed, precluded 
further incidents of that unpleasant sort. 
The Duke of Coburg’s grant skated over very 
thin ice, it is true, but it was possible to 
make a certain defense of it, and the House 
of Commons decided that it was unwise to 
make a fuss over it, but this Cambridge 
grant has no defense whatever. He is an 
extremely rich man, and moreover, this 
present ministry made a spécific promise 
only last August that nothing of the kind 
should be attempted. 

It is not only the Liberals now, but ap- 
parently a half of the Tory party and all the 
Liberal Unionists, who have determined 
that the promise shall be kept, and appar- 
ently the old Georgian Duke will be cudgeled 
into evacuating one more last ditch. 

Sunday Opening. 

Another rather unexpected demonstration 
of Liberal views among this huge Toryv 
majority was found in the vote by which it 
becomes immediately possivie te open all 
the State museums and picture galleries to 
the public on Sunday. This long-sought-for 
boon has been stolidly refused by previous 
Houses of Commons, and the precipitancy 
with which it has now been all at once con- 
ceded has almost taken the public breath 
away. The Sabbatarians, too, are so com- 
pletely taken aback that they have not yet 
collected themselves’ for a chorus of pro- 
tests. By the time that they begin to make 
themselves heard the British Museum, the 
National Gallery, and the great collections 
of South Kensington will all be open for 
seven days in the week, and once this {s 
an accomplished fact it is vain to imagine 
that it can ever. upset. 

Harry Marks’ “ Vindication.” 

The triumphant moral vindication given to 
Harry Marks by two of her Majesty’s Judges, 
who have been inquiring into the White- 
chapel elections for over a month, is enough 
to make a dog sick. It needed only this 
crowning result to convince the last remain- 
ing doubter that the corrupt practices act, as 
it has been whittled down by successive judi- 


cousin, the Duc d’Orleans, and has been

ment ever since the collapse of the Boulanger 
movement. It is his sister, who was former- 
ly affanced to the Duc d’Orleans, who is now 
to marry the Duc d’MacMahon, and it is ap- 
parent that the whole Chartres group of the 
family are to utilize their exemption from 
exile by outwardly acknowledging the re- 
public and seeking preferment under it.

Regiment of Gentlemen. 

A quaint newspaper correspondence has 
arisen over the refusal of Lansdowne, the 
Secretary of State for War, to countenance 
the project of raising a cavalry regiment 
composed entirely of gentlemen. The scheme

GETS A LIFE SENTENCE. 


THOMAS O'BRIEN, THE FAMOUS 
SWINDLER, CONVICTED IN PARIS. 


His Career as a Swindler in the United 
States Included All the Larger 
Cities, Where He Became Known as 
the “ Bunko King” — Notable for 
His Many Escapes from Jail—Forced 
to Frequent Flight to Escape the 
Extradition Laws—Endsa Murderer. 

Paris, March 14.—Thomas O’Brien, the 
American bunko-steerer, who shot and killed 
‘kid’ Waddell, another American crook, 
on March 27 last, was sentenced today to 
penal servitude for life. O’Brien affirmed 
that he killed his victim in self-defense and 
in a moment of frenzy. The jury found ex- 
tenuating circumstances, hence the :sen- 
tence of penal servitude for life. 

The crime for which Thomas O’Brien will 
spend the remainder of his life in prison was 
committed at the Northern railroad station 
in Paris. O’Brien ahd Waddell, a few days 
before the murder, had quarreled at the 
Café Americain, Waddell striking O’Brien 
with a bottle, but whether the killing of 
Waddell was done in vengeance for that as- 
sault or from some other motive is an un- 
solved prablem. 

O’Brien was a notorious swindler and not 
a stranger to the authorities of New York, 
being particularly noted for his wonderful

ENGLAND TO RECONQUER SOUDAN, 


Rejoicing in the British Army at the 
Prospect of Another Campaign. 
London, March 14.--There is much re- 
joicing in the British army at the prospect 
of another campaign in the Soudan in spite 
of past experiences with the fierce. tireless 
troops of the Mahdi and the recent defeat 
of the Italians by the Abyssinians. That 
a British-Egyptian advance on the Nile 
from Wady-Halfa on Dongola has been 
determined upon is no longer in doubt. All 
the British officers of the Egyptian army 
who have been absent on leave have been 
ordered to return to their posts immediate- 
ly. A dispatch from Cairo announces that 
the Connaught Rangers have already been 
ordered to Wady-Halfa The proposed cam- 
paign has been impending for a year past, 
although it was undoubtedly precipitated 
by the crushing defeat of Gen. Baratieri at 
Adowa, which, it is believed, must have a 
depressing effect upon the prestige of Eu- 
ropean arms and may consequently lead to 

an advance northward of the dervishes. 

But the real reason for the campaign now 
being prepared at the British War Office 
may be found in the fact that Egypt will 
never be secure from attack and disaster 
so long as the Mahdi's power remains un- 
shattered. Although the relief of Kassala 
may be the outward cause of the British ad- 
vance the possession of the fertile regions 
about Dongola, whicn furnish a wealth of 
suppliestothe Khalifa,iswhat Great Britain 
is really after, and there is little doubt that 
an attémpt to capture the Mahdi stronghold, 
Omdurman, will follow. 

The plan of campaign, as submitted at 
the Cabinet meeting held yesterday, is that 
five black infantry battalions, seven 
Egyptian battalions, and a large force of 
artillery and cavalry, with about 100 British 
officers, will compose the expeditionary 
force. The same route that was taken in 
384 will be followed, but owing to the low 
water in the Nile at this season the trans- 
port of ammunition and supplies must be 
by camels, of which a large number will be 
required. 

It is proposed to reconquer the Soudan 
province by province. Dongola will be the 
first taken and then a great deal will depend 
upon circumstances. 

While the campaign is indorsed by the 
Unionists, the Liberal and Radical press 
loydly protest against it.

Belle Bowlby, expiated his crime upon the 
gallows this morning. The trap fell at eight 
minutes past 11 o’clock and fourteeh min- 
utes later he was pronounced dead.

The murderer’s neck was broken by the 
fall and he died with hardly a struggle.

It hardly seems possible, although today’s 
Times plainly foreshadows it, that the occu- 
pation of Dongola points the way to the re+ 
conquest of the Soudan.

England surely renders a 
great service to Italy's demoralized forces by 
this timely movement, which may tend either 
to quiet or excite the dervishes around Kag- 
sala and Suakim. 


Diversion to Aid Italians, 

The following account of the advance upon 
Dongola is given on the authority of one 
conversant with the facts: 

“The Italians have been asking the En- 
glish to make a diversion in their inter- 
ests for a month pust, but the Salisbury 
vovernment could not comply with the re- 
quest until the recent catastrophe occurred. 
Then action became necessary. If Kassala 
were captured after the disaster at Adowa, 
the dervishes would lead swarms of natives 
down the Nile and imperil Lower Egypt.

The opposition is hardly 
worthy of the name. Lord Rosebery and 
Sir William Harcourt have each sought to 
encourage the Liberals outside of Parlia- 
ment by popular oratory. The latter pro- 
duced a better effect by his dignified yet 
aggressive speech than the former with his 
pleasantry. The question of Liberal reor- 
ganization, which has not yet been forced 
by Radicals like Sir Charles Dilke, Mr. 
Labouchere, and Mr. Stanhope, will be con- 
sidered at Huddersfield, but the faction feud 
has been a drawn fight so far. One set of 
wire-pullers has intrigued against another. 
The connection between the Liberal Central 
and the Federation committees is a source 
of complaint among the more restless mem- 
bers of the party, and the whip’s office is 
accused of exercising irresponsible control 
over the Federation. These age minor de- 
tails. Larger measures for popularizing 
Liberaligm and restoring party efficiency are 
required. 


As to Bimetallist Debate. 


' The bimetallist debate on Tuesday does 
not promise to bring out the full strength of 
the movement in the Commons. Mr. Bal- 
four is not likely to take a stand where he 
belongs by conviction, and other members 
on the front government bench who are 
known to be bimetallists will hardly show 
their colors. The amendment which Mr. Mac- 
lean will move and Sir John Lubbock will 
rupport is adroitly drawn, It will not demur 
“to the proposal for an international confer- 
ence nor deny that the fluctuation in the val- 
ues ot gold and silver is injurious to trade, 
but will provide that England shall not be 
committed to any engagement which may 
endanger the maintenance of the gold stand- 
ard. This rider will be accepted by the 
governmert and the whole debate will be 
barren of useful results. 


No Hope for Women in Oxford. 


The Oxford dons having refused to grant 
degrees to women, have declined to adopt 
any substitute for them. They have voted 
down all proposals before the congregation 


and have left the status of women precisely 


whereit was. The advocates of the women’s 
movement are in a stronger position for re- 
newing the agitation Another year than they 
would have been if a compromise had been 
ndopted. Cambridge has followed Oxford's 
lead. The Senate first passed without dis- 
sent a proposal for appointing a syndicate 
to consider the question whether women 


. * should be admitted to degrees; then, by a 


majority ef tifteen votes, reversed itself by 
rejecting the syndicate nominated by the 
 ¢ouncil and containing many declared par- 
tisans of the women’s cause. 

The agitation will probably be renewed 
in November, when eight members of the 
council will be elected. . Meanwhile, the dic- 

tum of the Times must be accepted—that a 
degree from either university is proof thata 
man has passed the examinations and lived 
the life of an undergraduate under a unique 
system. Women may pass the examina- 
tions, but they, cannot live their life under 
unique influences. Since the life means so 
much and the examinations so little the 
wonder is that any college resident is ever 
plucked and that all university men do not 
get degrees. 


Growth of Liberalism.

DETAILS OF NICARAGUAN VICTORY. 


Leonists Made a Gallant Defense, but 
Finally Were Routed. 

Managua, Nicaragua, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 14.—The Nicaraguan Government 
troops won another important victory over 
the forces of the rebellious Leonists, and 
there is great rejoicing here in consequence. 

The battle took place at and about Pital, 
not far from Momotombo. Between 2,000 
and 3,000 nen were engaged. Fighting was 
severe, and the troops from Leon, Chiche- 
galpa, and Chinandega, the three strong- 
holds of the Leonists, numbering about 1,50u 
men, were routed, with the loss of about 200 
killed and wounded, Only abcut fifty of the 
government troops, which numbered about 
1,200 men, were killed or wounded. The 
rebels were commanded by Gen. Ortis, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Leon forces, but 
Baca, the rebel President, was at Leon, it is 
believed, supervising the work of putting 
that city in as complete a state of defense as 
possible, previous to the arrival before it of 
the government army, and the army which 
the Government of Honduras has sent to 
the support of the troops of President Zelaya. 
The government’ troops were commanded by 
Gens. Paiz and Bodan. 

Pital is a small town near Lake Managua. 
Of the 300 or so buildings which compose the 
town many are of wood and others of 
coarse, mud-like bricks, with red clay tiles. 
But outside Lhe town is a high ridge of 
ground, which forms an admirable point of 
Vantage against an advancing foe. 


Gevernment Troops Advance. 


The government troops began the advance 
from Nagrole on Wednesday after the skir- 
mish with the enemy, which resulted in the 
Leonists being driven backward with the loss 
of fifty killed arfd wounded. The govern- 
ment forces approached Pital yesterday 
morning. The firing upon the part of the 
rebels commenced as soon as the troops were 
within range; but the government forces, 
acting under explicit orders, reserved their 
fire and continued their advance, taking ad- 
vantage of all the inequalities of the ground 
in order to obtain protection from the bullets 
of the Leonists, which, as a rule, either fell 
short or flew high above the heads of the 
troops. The result was that President Ze- 
laya’s troops were able to get within good 
striking distance of Pital with the loss of 
only three men killed and seven wounded. 
The Leonists, however, kept up the firing 
throughout the advance. 

The government forces moved on Pital in 
four columns each of about 300 men and took 
up positions in a half circle before the town. 
The first and third columns opened a hot fire 
cn the rebel positions, and under its cover 
columns two and four pushed forward at the 
charge until they reached much better posi- 
tions, half sheltered by an inequality in the 
ground. From there they opened fire on the 
Leonists, enabling columns one and three to 
push forward. During this advance, thanks 
to the well-directed fire of the government 
troops, the loss of the latter was trifling. 

All four columns then concentrated their 
fire on the ridge occupied by the Leonists, 
and then began a series of short rushes for- 
ward, and eventually there was a charge up 
the ridge, a short bayonet fight when the 
summit was attained, and then the Leonists 
broke and ran for Pital, pursued by the 
troops of President Zelava. When the Leon- 
ists reached the shelter of the town they 
made a stand; but by this time the two guns 
with the government columns had been 
brought into action and the Leonists were 
cannonaded very cleverly, considering the 
lack of training of the government gunners. 


Stubborn Defense by Leonists. 


The rest of the fight was not a walk-over 
for the government soldiers. The Leonists 
defended the place stubbornly, but the troops 
pushed on and eventually entered the town, 
driving the Leonists before them at the 
point of the bayonet. The enemy afterwards 
scattered, and in small bodies fled towards 
Leon, after making a short stand outside 
Pital and firing at long range upon the vic- 
torious soldiers of President Zelaya. 
A few shots from the artillery, how- 
ever, completed the rout of the 
Leonists, who left about 200 killed and 
wounded on the field, besides taking away 
with them a large number of men who were 
slightly wounded. 

The government troops also captured over 
fifty prisoners in the houses of Pital, the 
rebels in nearly every instance throwing 
down their arms as soon as the soldiers 
broke in the doors of the buildings. 

There is much rejoicing here today at this 
further success of the President’s soldiers, 
and he Is receiving congratulations on all 
sides. The church bells have been kept con- 
tinually ringing ever since the glad news 
was made public, and a battery of artillery 
in the small park in front of the palace 
has already fired three Presidential salutes. 
The blue and white colors of Nicaragua are 
floating from every building of any impor- 
tance, and even the smallest mud hovels 
have displayed some kind of decoration in 
honor of the victory of the Nicaraguan 
troops. 

The success of the government troops at 
Pital is all the more pleasing to the inhab- 
itants of this city, as many of the men en- 
gaeed were Managuans, and Gen. Paizisa 
great favorite here. 

The garrison of Manauga was paraded 
this morning in marching order and the com- 
manding officers read to the troops the 
President’s message announcing the vic- 
tery. The news was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

The soldiers then marched through the 
capital cheering for the government and 
President Zelaya. The government troops 
are now being concentrated for the advance 
upon Leon, which, it is expected, will com- 
mence in a few days’ time. 

Although no official announcement has 
been made on the subject, it is understood 
that the troops from Honduras will soon 
be in touch with those of Nicaragua, and as 
both republics suffer from the machinations 
of the clericals, who are the mainsprings 
of the present rebellion, they will practical- 
ly be fighting for a common cause, and the 
result should not be long in doubt, although 
it is understood that Leon and its neigh- 
borhood have been very strongly fortified 
and well provisioned. 


TO CONSTRUCT A RAILROAD IN CHINA 


Col. M. R. Jefferds Discusses the Plana 
He Will Follow. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 14.—Col. M. R. 
Jefferds, an American railway engineer who 
has an agreement with the concessionnaires 
by which he is to have the contract for build- 
ing the Pekin and Hankow railroad, provided 
he secures subscriptions in this country or 
in Europe to the amount of 10,000,000 taels 
(about $13,500,000 in American money), is in 
this city. There are in China at present but 
two short railroads, one of 150 miles and the 
other of sixty-two miles. 

In January Hsu Yu Tsiang, Mayor of 
Kuang Tung, was given by Prince Kung, 
Superintendent of Military Affairs, -permis- 
sion, under the authority of the Emperor, 
to construct a railroad from Pekin north to 
Hankow, a distance of 750 miles. The right 
is aleéo granted to build from Pekin south to 
Canton, a distance of 600 miles, upon com- 
pletion of the Hankow road. 

One of the conditions is that not less than 
two-thirds of the capital necessary, which 
will amount to about 30,000,000 taels, must be 
subscribed by Chinese. 

. Jefferds, who was in China at the 
time, secured the agreement from Hsu Yu, 
and when he carries out the terms will get 
the contract for building the road. Hecame 


PRESS IS MAKING FIGHT.

Gen. Weyler Refuses to Supply the 
Outrages and Cruelties Necessary 
to Keep American Interest Cen- 
tered in the Struggle for Inde pend- 
ence—Criticism of the English Blue 
Book Based on Trivial Matters— 
Meaning of Soudan Expedition. 

New York, March 14.—[Special.]—The 
fight for Cuban independence has been con- 
ducted for the most pait during the present 
week in the United States Senate. The events 
in Cuba itself have not been important and 
nothing has happened in Spain except various 
little tumults: at various centers of disturb- 
ance. The most mischievous centers of dis- 
turbance in Spain itself are undoubtedly the 
Madrid newspaper offices. There is perhaps 
no press in Europe which habitually has less 
accurate information or habitually allows 
itself more license in discussing the most 
delicate international questions.

The publication of the British blue book 
concerning Venezuela has been followed by a 
controversy about its accuracy, or 
rather about the accuracy of some 
portions of it.

Sensational journalism pretty often defeats 
its own ends, for there comes a time when the 
public turns away from sensations or even de- 
clines to believe in them. Presently, how- 
ever, the charges made by the Chronicie were 
denied by the St. James’ Gazette. This last is 
an evening, conservative paper, supposed to 
have some kind' of irregular relations with 
the foreign office, Its denial was believed for 
an hour or two to have had a foreign office or- 
igin, but only for an hour or two. Its next 
edition retracted the denial and justified the 
accuraty of the criticism which at first it con- 
tradicted. 

This in itself was in a mild way a sensation. 
Soon it appeared that there had been a quar- 
rel between the Gazette and its foreign office. 
The evening newspaper struck at’ the hand 
which had fed it but feeds it no longer, and 
roundly accused it of making a bad case 
worse, as in Armenia, and got the best of a 
good case, as in Venezuela. Then comes the 
usual question in the House of Commons and 
the usual optimistic official answer, There 
are, if you believe the Attorney-General, Sir 
Richard Webster, slight verbal discrepancies 
between certain quo:ations and the original 
documents, and in one case quotation marks 
were used where they should not have been 
used. 

Trivial Criticism of Blue Book. 


None of all this strikes me as very impor- 
tant. The British bhie book is the work of 
Sir Frederick Pollock, a very learned and ex- 
ewlent jurist. The summary of it here pub-

On the other hand, there are papers on both 
sides which use it as a fresh occasion for mak- 
ing trouble. The errors, if they be such, are 
denounced by the more warlike here as evi- 
dence of evil intent. There are, if not war- 
like, loud-voiced organs of opinion in 
England which warn us against interfering 
any more or against pressing the request for 
arbitration. ‘They represent a very small sec- 
tion of English opinion. It is idle to talk of 
interference after Lord Salisbury has given 
America’s intervention the soft name of co- 
operation, It is idle to protest agaimst arbitra- 
tion when the only question at issue between 
the two governments is how much or how lit- 
tle shall be arbitrated. 
Expedition to the Soudan. 


An almost unnoticed item of news is per- 
~ s the most important fact of all in the 
rather tumultuous telegrams from Africa. 
An Anglo-Egyptian force is once more to 
set out for the Soudan. Its primary objest is 
the relief of Kassala, threatened by the 
Dervishes, The lively imagination of the 
French sees in it of course all sorts of dark 
designs. According to one French authority 
it isa mere B ge me to gain a postponing of 
the expected English evacuation of Egypt. 
According to another, it aims at nothing less 
than the reconquest of the Soudan. The lat- 
ter theory assumes that England and Italy are 
acting together witha view to the establish- 
ment ofa kind of joint supremacy in those 
parts of Africa, and especially to elbowing out 
the French from all the territory about the 
head waters of the Nile. 

There was some agreement to this effect, 
they say, when Italy entered upon her ill- 
fated campaign inst Abyssinia. That 
campaign has fail for the moment. The 
Italian colony is in danger, and England is 
loyally car out her part of the agreement 
by moving up the Nile to protect Kassol.

NEW INQUIRY IN PETERS’ CASE. 
African Explorer to Be Given a Chance 
for Further Defense. 

Berlin, March 14.~—Dr. Kayser, Director of 
the Colonial Office, announced in the Reichs- 
tag today that, in view of the charges made 
by Herr Bebel (who accused Dr. Carl Peters, 
the explorer, of causing a negro and negress 
to be hanged without trial while he was 
Imperial Commissioner in Africa, during 
1891), a fresh inquiry will be held ftnto the 

matter. 

Dr. Kayser added that the government was 
not aware that after Dr. Peters had pro- 
claimed officially that the negroes alluded to 
were hanged as spies the English Bishop, 
Tucker, declined to receive Peters, saying 
he would have “ nothing to do with a mur- 
derer.”’ 

Dr. Kayser added that the previous evi- 
dence had not established the guilt of Dr. 
Peters in the eyes of the law. 

Count von Arnim then read a letter from 
Dr. Peters, declaring that Herr Bebel’s as- 
sertions were partly untrue and partly ex- 
aggerated. The negro, he said, was tried by 
court-martial for burglary, and the negress 
was never punished and returned to her 
parents in September, 1891. It was another 
negress, he explained, not his servant, who, 
after having been sentenced to be confined in 
irons for six months, was condemned to 
death in February, 18092, for attempting to 
escape. 

_Dr. Peters further denied that he had been 
married to a negress according to Mahom- 
medan ritas. 

Dr. Kayser then read a statement in which 
Dr. Peters admitted that the condemned 
negress was his mistress. 

Lenzmann declared that Dr. Peters was a 
madman or a monster, and that he, Leist, 
and Wehlan should be punished according 
to law. 

Dr. Schoenstedt, the Minister of Justice, 
pointed out that informations properly made 
were necessary in order to criminally prose- 
cute Herr Leist, and that they had not ar- 
rived in Germany until the latter had gone 
to America.

In 1887 the rumors predicting a return 
to the sleeve of increased dimensions cre- 
ated as much curiosity as to the style that 
would become popular as there is today 
when the passing of the big sleeve is sug- 
gested. 

It became larger rapidly, but at no time 
possessed any of the features of the sleeves 
immediately preceding it. The tendency 
then indicated enlargement at the top of 
the arm, while for forty years that part of 
+ al sleeve had been plain and smooth-fit- 


tin 

At first there were soft draperies over the 
upper part of the sleeve at the shouldcr 
and the insertion of moderate-sized puffs. 
but soon the sleeve itself was worn full 
and stood up high from a short shoulder 
seam. From that it gradually expanded un- 
til it was appropriately called the “leg of 
mutton,”’ but once fairly started it took 
material unto itself in such a startling man- 
ner that sleeves in their relation to dress 
pattern became an expensive consideration, 
and the putting on of a coat was an under- 
taking which was always dreaded. The ex- 
pression “* Will you stuff me in?” soonebe- 
came a common one, for it suited the case 
perfectly. 

But it is only during the last season that 
a return to the fullness below the elbow 
has been suggested. 

The bishop sleeve, which promises to be 
in vogue through the summer, is almost as 
full at the bottom as the top. It is gath- 
ered into a band or cuff at the wrist, and 
when unlined falls in soft, graceful folds. 

With the small sleeves of 1850 the skirts 
were worn full both top and bottom. The 
enormous hoops made their anpearance wit! 
the flowing sleeve in 1862. That monstros- 
ity known as the bustle was ushered in 
with the tight sleeve of 1884. With the up- 
to-date sleeve the skirts have been gored 
but quite as fullaround the bottom as the old- 
fashioned ones.

With the narrow flues the method is neat 
and efficient. Two men do'the work: oné 
on the roof, one below. Firgt the flue is lo- 
cated by burning a piece of paper at the grate 
or pipe below, so that there shall be no con- 
fusion of labors. Next the opening at the 
bottom is stopped to prevent soot falling into 
theroom. Finally the man at the top lowers 


| the broom, or sweeping m hd into tho 


flue. The machine consists of a rubber 
shaped to fit the flue, mounted on the upper 
end of a chain, to the lower end of which is 
attached an iron ball. The ball is set on a 
swivel, so that, if the chimney be a crooked 
one, the ball will ro}! off the ledges and carry 
the rubber after it. In the work the horn 
which delights the small boy and advertises 
the business, comes into play. It is used for 
signaling, like the bell on the street car, dne 
blast to stop work, twoto gaon.

SOME FACTS ABOUT ACETYLENE. 


New Illuminating Gas That May Dis- 
: place the Old Gas. 

From the Independent: The new illuminat- 
ing gas, acetylene, bids fair to displace 
ordinary gas and the electric light. So it is 
claimed, and it has become so far established 
as an industrial element that a numiber of 
the big gas companies, it is said, bought the 
right to the exclusive use of it in their ter- 
ritory for $1,000,000 or more apfece, and a

manufactory is under way at Niagara which | 
will furnish the substance from which it is | 


made. This substance is calcium carbid, 
It is formed by the union of powdered lime 
and crushed coke under the intense heat 
of the voltaic are. A part of the carbon of 
the coke displaces the oxygen in the lime 
(or oxide of calcium), and uniting with the 
calcium makes calcium carbid. When water 
is poured on this, the acetylene gas is imme- 
diately generated, and, if ignited, burns 
with unusual brilliancy. One ton of carbid, 
it is estimated, will generate acetylene that 
is equivalent in light power to 264,000 cubic 
feet of ordinary gas. The cost of the car- 
bid is about $20, that of the gas (at 40 cents 
per 1,000 feet), over $105. The discovery of 
the process was made by accident by Prof. 
Wilson in the little town of Spray, N. C., 
while experimenting in the manufacture of 
cheap aluminum. What is claimed for the 
acetylene light is that it is exactly equivalent 
in quality to sunlight, is more diffusible than 
any other light, consumes less oxygen than 
any other light, produces but one-sixth as 
much carbonic acid as the ordinary gaslight,

Drama and Its Devotees

R. LAURENCE IRVING'S “ Gode- 
froi and Yolande,” given its first pro- 
duction on any stage at the Columbia 
on Friday night, is in many respects 

. gn extraordinary play. It is remarkable for 
' virility and promise no less than for‘its vio- 
lations of the canons of art. It is in no possi- 

ble sense commonplace and, as the first prod- 

uct of a genius which is bound to make 
itself felt in the dramatic world, it deserves 
respect no less than criticism. 

It is not too much to predict that from such 

a pen as Mr. Irving’s better things are in 
store for the English-speaking stage. From 

him or some one like him the long-expected 
and much hoped for literary play is to ema- 
nate. For years theater-goers have been 
forced to attend upon productions of striking 

situations strung upon a slender thread of 
dialogue—not worth a moment's sober read- 
ing by the generation of its birth and certain 
to receive no serious attention from genera- 
tions yet unborn. 

Ibsen and Maeterlinck, one a Dane, the 


second a Belgian, have wrought out poems | 


and psychological studies in dramatic form, 
some of which nave histrionic tmportance. 


Lut they err in this regard too much on the | 


other side. Their natural trend is too little 
ebjective for dramatic presentation. They 
are something to be read and wondered at in 
the Closet. But they will not die almost be- 
fore they are born, and that is a distinct ad- 
vance upon the art of the day. 

It was, by reason of this last considera- 


tion, however, that salvation was expected | 


to come.. Some third person, with Ibsen's 
analysis or Maeterlinck’s symbolism, was 
to arise by combining them with the results 
of a study of the English dramatic classics 
and thereby hold the world spellbound, We 
are to be congratulated. that Mr. Irving’s 
work is of another kind quite distinct—with 
a touch of William Sharp, perhaps, but dif- 
fering more from him than he from the so- 
called “ Belgian Shakspeare.’’ 7 
Maeterlinck makes an act stand for a 
charactereand an accessory for its develop- 
mert. He touches insistently upon the 
weird, creating a third world in which 
neither the physical nor the spiritual, in the 
usual sense, has its being—the world of the 


demiurge, the Jinn, the ghosts of the uneasy. | 
dead, and the moral projections of the un- 


happy living. 


Mr. Irving takes a human character re- | 


pulsive to every heart, since she was a cour- 


tesan, and within the soul of a poor youth | 


consecrated to the priesthood arouses a pas- 
sion so deep, so consuming, that he wel- 
comes a fate far worse than death, since it 
leaves him alone in the world with her. 
That she should be a courtesan ‘liustrates, 
_ perhaps, nothing more than the tendency of 
the day to throw aside the superstitious 
veneration which English letters have paid 
to the “‘young person” for many a ions 
and emasculate year.

NEW WEST SIDE STOCK TO GO OUT. | 


Chicago Passenger Railway to Add 
82,000,000 to Outstanding Securities. 
The announcement was made yesterday onthe 


West Chicago Street railroad system. It will 
be made by the Chicago Passenger railway com- 
pany, which forms a part of the West Chicago 
system. This company owns the Adams street 
line, which is leased to the West Chicago Street 
railroad for 999 years.

The idea that he wes going 
to leave us, that I would never see him 
again, made me forget the punishments he 
had inflicted, the strokes of the ferule. Poor 
man! It was in honor of this last session 
of the school that he had put on his best 
Sunday clothes, and now I understood why 
these old people of the village had come and 
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seemed — and Hauser had brought an old 
pee 1 thumbed at the edges, which 
h open on his knees, with his big spec- 
tacles resting on its pages.

Your 
parents have not had your education suffi- 
ciently at heart. They preferred to send 
you to work in the fields or in the cotton 
mills, that they might gather in a few more 
cents. And I—have I nothing with which to 
reproach myself? Have I not often set you 
to work to water my gartien instead of giv- 
ing the time to your lessons? And when I 
wished to go fishing, have I not gone out of 
the way to give you a holiday?” 

Then from one thing to another M. Hamel 
led up to speaking of the French lan- 
guage, saying that it was the most beauti- 
ful language in the world, with the clear- 
est mode of expression, as well as the 
most substantial in its construction: that 
we must, between us, hold fast to it and 
never forget it, because when a people were 
enslaved, so long as they held fast to their 
mother tongue it was like having in their 
possession a key to their prison. Then he 
picked up a grammar and read the lesson 
to us. 

I was astonished to see how well I under- 
stood. All that he said seemed easy, so easy. 
[ believe also that I had never listened so 
attentively and that he had never exhibited 
s0 much patience in his explanations.

Think of it! For forty years there he had sat 
in the same place, day after day, with the 
court fin front of him and his class under his 
eyes.

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HE coming international yacht race on 


Lake Michigan recal's old-time yacht- 


ing in Chicago and the exciting scenes 


of days gone by. That they were ex- 
citing is shown by the vivid account here- 
with given. They also show that the De- 


fender-Valkyrie IL. squabble is not the first

It was July 25, 1874, that the first Chicago 
regatta took place. There was no club at 
that time, but the enthusiasts got together

So much enthusiasm was aroused by this 


race that a syndicate was formed to buy the 
Cora, asixty-five-foot sloop offered for sale at 
Detroit. The Cora had just been completed 
at a cost of $12,000, and was for sale because 
of the sad death of her owner, Mr, Barker, 
who was drowned in Detroit River by the 
eapsizing of a boat loaded with ballast in- 
tended for the Cora. The yacht was offered 
for sale at $3,000, but when it was learned 
that Chicago men wanted her the price was 


- jmmediately raised. The Chicagoans would 
| not stand this, and instead bought the Lena, 


a forty-foot sloop, afterwards called the 
Frolic. The latter was brought to Chicago 
and was received enthusiastically. 

The Chicago Yacht club was organized in 
1875, and John Prindiville elected Commo- 
dore. Mr. Peacock again came to the front 


and offered a handsome cup to the fastest 


yacht in the club. A day was set for the 
race, but opened up with a gale of wind from 
the north, and tremendous sea, much too 
heavy for the small boats. The Commo- 
dore urged a postponement of the race, but 
those hardy mariners, some of whom hardly 
knew which end of a yacht should go first, 
declared that was. just the weather they 
were looking for. The Cary was the first 
boat off. and had no sooner got out beyond 
the breakwater than she took a huge sea end 
on, her crew cried enough, and up went the 
helm. This was the signal for the other 
boats, with the exception of the Frolic, to 
do likewise. The latter, with a double- 
reefed mainsail and storm staysall, went over 
rt of the course, followed by the judges’ 
t. At times she was buried almost com- 
pletely out of sight, and again was thrown 
clear out of water by the tremendous sea. 
This race was resailed again a few days 
later and resulted in a victory for the Frolic. 
The club at that time was composed of 
some of the wealthy, infiuential men of the 
city, among whom were B. P. Hutchinson, 
John B.-Lyen, Al Munger, Robert Fleming, 
** Billy ’ McHenry, “ Tim ” Bradley, Charles 
Wheeler, William Sprague, Charlie Pope, 
* Billy” Lyon, William Ewing, Col. Far- 
rar, all enthusiastic yachtsmen. 
In the spring of 1876 the owners of thé 


Canadian yacht Ina wrote to Chicago to sell” 


their boat, and the letter stated that she 
could beat the Frolic in any weather and at 
any: game. This taunt was like shaking a 
red fn the face of a bull to the owners 
of the Chicago boat, who believed that noth- 
ing afloat could sajl with the saucy Frolic. 


Challenge and Nearly a Tragedy. 
A challenge was at once sent to the Hon, 


” John Davis, owner of the Ina, to sail a 


match race in the Straits of Mackinaw for 
$500 a side. This challenge was declined and 
another was at once forwarded offering to 
sail a match race at Chicago for $1,000 a 
side, with a guarantee that if she beat the 
Frolic the Ina would be purchased here, and 
if she failed her expenses would be paid by 
Chicago yachtsmen. This extraordinary of- 
fer was at once accepted and $200 was post- 
_ed by each boat- tn the hands of Ed Gill- 
man in Detroit. Thus was arranged the 


first international race to be held on. the -

As soon as the season of 1876 had fairly 
opened great interest was shown in the 
approaching race. Notwithstanding the 
fact that it became known that the Ina in 
all their prévious races had defeated the 
Frolic easily, mahy and loyal were the 
a genom tHe ag Renna How near that 
cé came to never being sailed!. The Ina 
had arrived on Lake Michigan and the local 
yachtsmen decided to meet the stranger 
at Racine and escort her to Chicago.

No sooner had the 
boats hatiled on the wind than the Ina again 
passed into the lead and bid fair to repeat 
her former beating in the windward work. 
The Frolic’s skipper saw this when he was 
approaching the breakwater, and instead of 
following the Ina out into the lake he came 
about’ and stood up inside the basin in 
smooth water, intending to fetch out the 
mouth of the river while his rival was jump- 
ing into the sea outside. The Frolic did so 
well by this maneuver that it all but 


crossed the Ina’s bow when they again came » 


together on opposite tacks, but the latter 
being on the starboard tack had the right of 
way and compelled the Frolic to cross under 
its stern. After standing a short time to 
the eastward the Frolic came about and 
headed after its rival on their long stretch 
to the north. 

The wind now shifted slightly to the east 
and benefited the Chicago yacht by placing 
it in the windward position because of its 
being farther out in the lake than its oppo- 
nent. This shift of wind caused the boats, 
while still elose hauled, to jump directly 
head into the sea, whereas in the former 
round they had it partly on either bow. To 
the surprise of all, on this point of sailing 
the Frolic rapidly overhauled the Ina, passed 
it well to windward and made the stake 
without another stretch, while the Cana- 
dian had to come about again to make the 
turning point. On the run home the Frolic 
increased its lead and finished this first con- 
test well in advanée. 

. After the race the Canadians raised a pro- 
test, claiming the Frolic had no right to beat 
up under the lee of the breakwater, and on 
the other hand in their own defense stated 
that they had the license to shift ballast, in- 
aAsmuch as ballast was not mentioned in the 
special articles of agreement under which 
this race was sailed. The judges, however, 
decided against them and awarded the race 
to the Frolic. 

Second Race. 


Of course’ the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed over the victory of the local boat, but 
many were impressed with the apparent 
ease with which the Ina had sailed away 
from the Frolic in the early part of the race, 
and were consequently fearful of the outcome 
of Monday’s test. The Canadians consoled 
themselves by saying that they had purpose- 
ly given the first race to the Frolic to make 


its owners feel good, and that they would | 
more than atone for the defeat in the races | 


to follow. They boasted that they had come 
to Chicago to educate Western yachtsmen; 
but if this was so they must have been some- 
what surprised at the masterly manner in 
which the oe he boat was handled.

It Was seen at once that 
the finish was to be most exciting. The 
boats entered the opening almost side by 
side, the Frolic wellto windward. The buoy 
being somewhat south of the opening it was 
seen that the Ina would be unable to fetch 
to windward and leave it on the starboard 
side as the rules obliged her to do. Her 
Captain seeing he was caught, asked per- 
mission of the judges to leave the buoy to 
porty but those officials having delivered 
their instructions previous to the-race re- 
mained silent. Amid the greatest éxcite- 
ment the Ina passed the buoy to port at the 
Same instant that the Frolic passed it on the 
starboard hand. 

Never was such a scene enacted in Chicago 
Harbor. Whistles shrieked, people shouted 
themselves hoarse, and tugs and craft of all 
description crowded around the two boats. 

When the yachtsmen landed there was 
considerable nautical language indulged in, 
and both sides claimed to have won. The 


| judges held a meeting that night in the Sher- 


man House and awarded the contest and 
purse to the Frolic. The Canadians at once 
“ta beh mp the stakeholder with an injunction 
preventing him from turning over the money, 
and the greatest ill-feeling prevailed. All 
the yachting authorities in the country took 
up the discussion. The stakeholder turned 
over to the owners of the Frolic their por- 
tion of the stake, but retained that of the 
Canadians until the matter had been decided. 
The latter sued for the amount under the 
gambling act, and Judge Brown of Detroit, 
before whom the case was tried, ordered 
their money returned. Thus ended the first 
international race to be held at Chicago. 
Lively Season, 

After the controversy that night at the 
Sherman House John B. Lyon, one of the 
owners of the Frolic, offered to resail the 
races for from $1,000 to $5,000 a side, but 
our Canadian friends knew when they had 
enough. They sold their boat, however, a 
party headed by Tim Bradley, J. K. Fisher, 
and N. K. Fairbank purchasing the little 
vessel, and there was plenty of fun all that 
season. The Qui Vive, a Herreschoff boat, 
arrived, as did the Mamie, purchased by Al 
Munger. Five more races were Neld and the 
Frolic was victorious in four of them, thus 
establishing its reputation as a crack yacht, 
which it holds to this day. This odd race 
was won by the Ina, with the Mamie second, 
and the owner of the latter was so elated 
over the fact of his boat beating the here- 
tofore invincible Frolic that he rashly bet 
$100 with “ Billy ’’ Lyon that the Mamie 
would beat the Frolic to Sou'h Chicago the 
next day. ‘The following morning the wind 
blew half a gale off-shore and the two, ac- 
companied by the Ina, started from the 
mouth of the river side by side. Before the 
Mamie reached Van Buren street it was 
knocked down by a puff, so that many 
thought It would never comeup. The Frolic 
had a full crew that day, and they certainly 
earned their passage, for its skipper, as if 
to wipe out the stain of the yesterday's de- 
feat, kept them sliding forward and aft on 
their hands and knees trimming the boar 


all the way to Calumet, where they arrived: 


fourteen minutes ahead of their nearest 
competitor. 

The following year Mr. Munger sold the 

amie and purchased the Cora, and the 
latter was the firs: large yacht to be owned 
in Chicago. It was about sixty-five feet 
over all, had been designed by Pat Me- 
Giehan of Brooklyn, N. Y., and proved to be 
one of the fastest smooth-water sloops of 
the country, When it came here there was 
nothing capable of giving it an argument, 
so the owners of the Frolic disposed of their 
boat and bought the Greyhound, then known 
as the Annie Cuthbert and famous as the 
fastest yacht on Lake Ontario. The first 
race between these two took place in light 
wind and smooth water and resulted in a 
decided victory for the Cora. Later in the 
season another contest took place, and in a 
heavy westerly wind the Cora was capsized 
off the mouth of the harbor.

The latest reports from Constantinople are 
that cycling has at last gained some ground 
and that a few wheels are now used in Con- 
stantinople, Smyrna, and Salonica. There 
is a track at Therapia on the Bosphorus, 
and another one is being built at Pera, the 
fashionable part of Constantinople. 
Bicycle Legislation. 

Legislation and proposed legislation anent 
bicycling is of too voluminous a nature to 
more than mention here. Speedways and 
boulevards, rate of speed in parks and on 
public highways, special bicycle paths in 
parks, proposed insurance for bicycle riders, 
brake or no brake, recemtly determined for 
no brake in New York, improved paving in 
cities and better roads throughout the 
country, signals, lights, and many other 
matters have all been brought prominently 
before the public, and it ise worthy of note 
that the merry cyclist has in nearly every 
instance had things his own way. 

One cannot fail to notice the great prom- 
inence women have taken in this sport. 
Isaac B. Potter, chief consul in New York 
State Division, L A. W., believes women 
should be represented in the National As- 
sembly of the L. A. W. and of the State 
boards. In a recent conversation he ex- 
pressed his unqualified approbation of such 
a step and said that he thought it would be 
a good thing. 


FINDS ROWING THE BEST EXERCISE, 


Yale Expert’s Researches in Athletic 
Sports and the Results. 

Dr. J. W. Seaver of Yale College declares 
that the exercise of rowing produces the 
finest physical specimens of manhood. Ha 
has been making researches and consider- 
ing the various branches of athletic sport, 
and this is the result of his investigations, 
Taking the generally accepted measure- 
ments, weight, and height of the ideal man 
and comparing them with the development 
of university oarsmen, football and base- 
ball players, the result shows thé first- 
named branch produces the finest specimens, 
The average weight is given as 175 pounds; 
height, 5 feet 10% inches; chest, 38 inches; 
chest expansion, 2 inches; strength of back, 
485 pounds; strength of legs, 575 pounds, 

The football players do not average as tall 
by one inch; chest, thigh, and calf measure- 
ments are much the same; but the width of 
shoulders, strength of back and legs, and 
lung capacity is not as great as is the case 


with the oarsmen. 
The baseball players average 160 pounds 


inches; 
strength of back, 410 pounds; Jegs, 4s8u 
pounds, 

Interesting comparisons can be made from 
the above, though certain allowances must 
be made for the fact that the college crews 
go through a longer course of training than 
for any other of the sports pursued at the 
universities. In each case the lung capacity 
is very smally No doubt if 100 English cross- 
country runners were tested they would 
average a chest expansion of three inches, 
ana some as much4s five inches. 


GREAT BENEFIT TO AMATEUR SPOR? 


Recent Alliance and Its, Effect on 
Clean Athletics. 

Perhaps the best thing that could have 
happened amateur sport in America was the 
recent alliance between the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association and the Amateur Ather 
letic Union. The Collegiate. Association is 
a powerful body, but owing to each univer- 
sity working for its own interests, many 
beneficial measures are defeated, as illus- 
trated by the recent action of the delegates 
in regard to the three-mile run, which it was 
proposed to add to the program. 

The youthful legislators from the colleges 
should benefit greatly by their contact with 
their more experienced co-workers forming 
the premier governing association. Assoon 
as the alliance with the English and Cana- 
dian associations is ratified, no doubt some 
definite action will be taken in regard tq the 
question of athletic expenses and the train- 
ing table, of which so much has been written 
and said since the Visit of the English ath- 
letes last fall. 

As negotiations are also pending for an 
alliance between the various branches of the 
Y. M. C. A, and the A. A. U., the latter will 
soon assume unwieldy proportions, and will 
require some considerable reorganization. 


Even now many branches of athietics over, 


which the union has control are much neg- 
lected, and would soon suffer were it not for 
outside clubs and bodies which have come 
forwurd and promoted fixtures and cham- 
pionships, as in the case of the swimming, 
Syrnastic, fencing, and skating champion- 
ships. 


YALE WILL NOT BE OVERTRAINED. 


Will Profit by Cornell's Experience at 
the Henley Regatta. 

Discussing the trip of a Yale eight to par- 
ticipate in the Henley regatta on the Thames 
this year a New York writer says no doubt 
the Yalensians will profit by the experience 
of Cornell's crew, which was generally con- 
sidered to be overtrained when it made its 
fiasco last vear. English experts considered 
the men cid better work ten days before the 
struggle than in the actual race. 

It is well known American athletes pay 
greater attention to details and train more 
strictly than Englishmen. While str 
rules are all right for one particular race and 
for a short period, it has been proved men 
cannot remain on edge for any length of 
time, and most authorities believe in an oc 
casional let-up in the work, particularly for 
men of a light build and nervous tempera~ 
ment. Many well-known English runners 
keep fit right through a long season by hav- 
ing what they call a feed of stout every ad 
urday after their races, and a general let-up 
in their work until the following Tuesday.

So 
take a firm stand, and if.the saleslady offers 
you anything that looks as Easter cards used 
to look censure her for trying to work off 
samples of last year’s stock and go some- 
where else for the posters. 


Great Deal for Vour Money. 


You won't be able to find much of a se- 
lection to choose from anywhere, for there 
are only a few styles brought out, but these 
are plenty, or ought to be, considering the 
effect they produce, and even the old-fash- 
ioned people whose taste runs to angels and 
lilies will be forced to admit that there is a 
great deal in them for the money. 

Fifteen cents will buy almost any poster 
card in town, and it isn’t often that so many 
colors can be got into a picture of the same 
size. An impressionist landscape painter 
would die of despair if confronted with one. 
and the makers of comic valentines could 
learn quite a little from the study of a poster 
card. A comic valentine, by the way, is the 
only thing which can hold a candle to <z 
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Odd Things That Run Riot in Color and Form. 
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poster card revels in the best that money 
can buy, and the newest tints which an 
artist can find left on his palette at the close 
of a busy day. 

Reproductions in black and white, which 
give only the slightest idea of the real effect 
of the cards, are printed herewith by the 
courtesy of Prang & Co. Under each is 
poetry by Ernest Warburton Shurtleff, of 
which the following is a specimen:

Most Popular Poater. 


The most popular poster card looks some- 
thing like this: The kneeling maiden is 
robed in a staring yellow, with queer blue 
designs decorating her robe, her face is a 
tint unkn ' t: mankind (except on post- 
ers, of course), her hair i@a strange brick- 
red, with the same color, a little darker, 
forming the heavier portions of the sky. 
She kneels on a dull green floor. Still an- 
other shade of olive green forms a strip of 
the background, in shape something like the 
back of an old-fashioned sofa, the wonder- 
ful tree which shades her is of a vivid green, 
with scarlet flowers and yellowish foliage of 
a character quite new to botanists, and the 
remainder of the background is of a vivid yet 
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dull blue, barred queerly by the red of the 
sky. The halo which surrounds her head is 
the only conventional thing about this maid- 
en. This is of the old, reliable brand of gilt 
(the same color being repeated, for harmo- 
ny’s sake, doubtless, in the flowers which 
adorn the wreath of blue leaves circling 
her head), and the form is the regulation 
oval. Presumably the designer could not 
imagine a new kind of halo. His creative 
faculties may have been dulled by overwork 
or he may have been driven insane by the 
colors and forms he had created, and may 
now be a raving maniac at Jefferson or Kan- 
kakee. In a little while, when the poster fad 
has run its exciting race, we shall wonder 
that more of the designers did not go there. 
Not Far Behind. 

This card is the champion, the most pos- 
terish of the lot, but several others are not 
far behind, and the following is one of them. 
This girl has hair composed of alternate 
lines of scarlet picked out with yellow anda 
dull bronze gold. A line of dark brown out- 
lines the hair around the face, and the same 
color is repeated in the eyebrows, while 
the nose, lips, and general shaping of the 
face are sketched with bright yellow.

Nearest to the Conventional. 


Next in point of oddity is the card shown 
herewith. This poster approaches toward 
the conventional in a slight degree, for the 
mouth is actually red, the hair only a few 
shades more golden than that ordinarily 
seen upon works of art of this kind, and the 
lilies held in each hand are natural both as to 
shape and coloring. 

But.with these particulars hope ceases. 
The robe might be forgiven, although angeis 
are not usually represented wearing white 
robes decorated with odd sleeves (quite prop- 
erly large, however), printed with gold 
crowns set on in regular pattern and with 
filigree gold clasps at the throat, but the 
halo is beyond even prayer. {tis apparently 
formed of a tin platter, painted a pale lemon 
color, and worked out in the ornamen‘al 
putty style so popular a few years ago with 
the home artists, and it must be glued tothe 
wearer’s head, since there is no visible way 
of attaching it, and it stands flatly up atthe 
back of the crown. Perhaps the crown and 
the halo did not agree, or they might have 
come to blows, and the halo, getting the 
worst of it, been relegated to the rear, or 
perhaps the same artist designed both this 
card and the preceding one, and spent all his 
halo ideas on the one in question. This view 
of the matter, were it only verified, might 
partially account and atone for the old-fash- 
ioned style of the other halo.

The pineapple idea, varied on the right side 
by straight lines,and picked out in pink lines 
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on a nondescript background, does duty for 
this card, too. It appears again in the wings 
of the child angels (presumably), which ap- 
pear at the top of the card, and the wings 
themselves are of a pretty pea green—war- 
ranted a new color for angels’ wings—with 
firm tracings of bright yellow. The rest of 
the background is dark brown in shade, and 
the card as a whole does not rise to the best 
poster card standards. It is almost natural 
in some places, and all the facial colorings 
follow recognized lines. There is no doubt 
but that it is *‘ degwenerated.”’ May it pave 
the way back to Easter card sanity. 
Their Only Rival. 


And so they go on. The examples men- 
tioned are the most distinctive, perhaps, but 
the poster idea pervades nearly all of the 
Season's cards, and an awful, if amusing, 
idea it is. 

All of the cards are adorned with a Script- 
ural text, but here the similarity to ordinary 
cards ends. They are miniature posters, 
pure and simple, and they have a far larger 
sale than tne old stand-bys, pretty and at- 
tractive asthe latterare. The ** bibliophile,” 
or ecclesiastical-print cards, lettered in an- 
tique black upon a parchment-like paper, 


and totally unadorned, are their strongest 
rivals, but even they are left far behind. 


| They possess no glaring peculiarities, show 


no strange shapes and colorings,and they are 
nowhere intherace. For the day of the poster 
is upon us—yea, and that mightily; and there 
is none to deliver us. If help does not come, 
and that quickly, there are but two alterna- 
tives open to us: Hither we shall grow long, 
lanky, and peculiar, like the poster maiden, 
cultivate a liking for queer colors, and insist 
that the world and its contents be created 
anew in conformity with poster ideas: or we 
shall rise in all the majesty of an offended 
people and smite the posters hip and thigh.

The first appearance of 
the Chicago River upon any map made by 
the early French explorers was in 1684. 
Neither the routes of Marquette nor Hen- 
nepin, as delineated by themselves, show 
any trace of the stream.

BIRTHDAY 
OF ST. PATRICK 
IS CLOSE AT HAND. 


Nationality and Appearance of the 
Saint Furnish Food for 
Conjecture. 


Stories of Quaint Miracles Which 
Have Been Told for Four- 
teen Centuries. 


ROM every nook and corner of the earth 
a kindly and reverential thought will go 
up next Tuesday to the patron saint of 


the Emerald Isle—St. Patrick. In every 
heart and in every body where Irish blood 
flows there is a tender spot for this most 
unique saint. Fourteen hundred and three 
years have elapsed since St. Patrick was on 
earth, for the most reliable historians agree 
that he died on March 17, in the year 493. 

It is not strange that there is an absence 
of detail concerning the facts of the earth- 
ly career of St. Patrick. When a man has 
been dead fourteen hundred years it is no 
slur to his fame that substantial facts about 
him should be missing, Reliable portraits 
are also scarce, although there is an abun- 
dant variety which show him to have been 
all kinds ofa man. Some picture a short, fat 
man with a clean shaven face, while others 
show a tall, thin man with a full beard. 
There are still others which show a tall, 
stout man of herculean proportions, with a 
head like a Greek god, and there are just as 
many others showing a small, slight man 
of studious mien and saintly aspect. He is 
pictured as being jolly and sad; happy and 
melancholy. In fact,.it seems that the im- 
agination of the individual artist supplied 
all the facts of his physical composition. 


Of Unsettied Nationality. 


Antiquarians have worried for centuries 
over the nationality of St. Patrick. Volum- 
inous facts have been gathered to show 
that he was a Frenchman; ponderous books 
have been written proving him to have been 
an Englishman; convincing statements have 
been compiled which leave no room for doubt 
that he was a Scotchman, while innumer- 
able writers have left no field untilled to 
show him to have been of pure Irish origin. 
Some two years ago a learned divine read a 
paper in New York proving that St. Patrick 
was born in China. However, the Irish 
people of all lands do not celebrate the birth- 
place of St. Patrick, but the work that he 
did in the Emerald Isle. 

‘How old St. Patrick was at the time of 
his death is a matter of conjecture. Tradi- 
tion says that he lived to the marvelous age 
of 120 years, but tradition is probably wrong. 
This éstimate is based on the statement that 
he was 40 years old when he landed in Ire- 
land, and that he did missionary work for 
four score years. But there is littke to prove 
that he was 40 years old when he began his 
religious career. In fact, some historians 
say that he was only 7 years old when his 
first miracle was accomplished, and in that 
event he would have been 87 years old at 
the time of his death, a much more reason- 
able age to die at than the other. 


Legends of the Saint. 


The doings of St. Patrick, which have come 
down to the present time, are nearly all ofa 
legendary character. And these legends 
have a flavor peculiar to the neat imagina- 
tion of the Irish peasant. For instance,

This was 
too much for the Prince of Darkness. He 
fled in his natural shape, while the swine- 
herd resumed his post and the sun sank to 
abide the regular time of rising.

HE weekly installment of fiction in 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE of March 5— 
“Counting the Cost,”” by Margaret 
Deland—proved unusually interesting 
to its readers. This is because it is a story 
full of human nature, dealing, as it does,with 
what the author calls: ** That skeleton in the 
American Closet—the vulgarity of the 


forn.er generation.” 

Perhaps, however, the most interesting 
feature of the story is the postscript,in which 
the author outlines the possibilities of the 
heroine’s future.

The hundreds of contributions received 
show the wide interest in the story, and also 
how familiar to us all are the Dick Temple 
and Annie Grahams of real life. : 


Opinion Evenly Divided, 

A feature of the symposium of opinions is 
the evenness of the vote. Of the first twen- 
ty-five communications received, for in-

OUR NOW PEERLESS BATTLESHIP. 


“Indfana”* to Be Taken to Port Royal 


and Piaced in the Dry Dock. 

Washington, D. C., March 7.—Capt. Bob- 
ley Evans, commander of the new battleship 
Indiana, will sail from Hampton Roads next 
Monday for Port Royal, and on the 12th the 
first battleship of the navy is to be placed in 
the largest dry dock yet completed. On the 
run down the coast Capt. Evans will exer- 
cise the vessel in target practice and testing 
its tactical qualities. On its trial recently it 
showed itself capable of turning in a circle 
whose diameter was only three times the 
length of the vessel.. This was done while 
the ship was making twelve knots and with 


only one degree list. 


In many respects the Indiana has demon- 
strated that it is one of the most wonderful 
vessels of its class afloat. Thisin substance 
is the report of the Inspecti Board which 
has recently taken the big ship to sea and 
put it through a forty-eight-hour test of all 
its qualities. No ship in the world of its* 
size is capable of turning within such a com- 
paratively small area under full headway, 

There is no other battleship whose guns 
are capable of such concentration of fire 
without endangering the lives of the crew in 
the forward turrets, and no other ship that 
can throw. such a storm of projectiles ata 
broadside as the first battleship of the navy. 
Considering that its armor has been proven 

be without parallel and its guns the 
eaviest of vessels of its displacement, that 
its speed is greater and maneuvering abili- 
tics surpass those of the best of the foreign 
ships, the board placed it ahead of any ship 
inthe navy. Its machinery works withouta 
hitch and the batteries are almost. perfect. 
One fault was found in the latter, however, 
but it was what the ordnance officers expect- 
ed, and therefore they were not surprised. 
This is that the eight-inch guns on the two 
forward and after turrets, starboard and 
port, cannot be fired dead ahead on account 
of the danger from the blast to the men in 
the thirteen-inch turrets. 

In fact, these guns cannot be fired within 
ten degrees of dead ahead, and to prevent 
the possibility of their being in some sud- 
den emergency aimed ahead and fired unex- 
pectedly the department will give orders to 
place chocks in the turret gear to prevent 
their wheeling around further than . this 
limit, which is deemed the extreme of safety 
for those in the forward and aft turrets. 
The total area of fire of the eights, there- 
fore, will be limited to 160 degrees. 

Capt. Sampson, Chief of Ordnance,said this 
evening that the efficiency of the battery 
was in no ways lessened by the limit of the 
are of the eight-inch guns. Few battle- 
ships mounting such a battery, he said, have 
greater degrees of fire, and when the In- 
diana class of vessels were designed it was 
not expected that the eights could train 
safely for a stern,or forward fire.

CONGRESSMEN LESS THIRSTY NOW. 


One Effect of the Reed Anti-Smoking 
Rule in House of Representatives. 
Washineton, D. C., March 12.—Twenty 

days in Congress under the Reed rtle pro- 

hibiting smoking on the floor of the House 
have developed a marked effect on the re- 
ceipts of the cigar stand and bar of the 
restaurant of the House of Representatives. 

The rule went into effect Jan. 11, and ob- 

servations were made the following twenty 

days. 

These observations indicated not only a 
falling off in the sale of cigars of from 
18 to 25 per cent, but, what was more str- 
prising, it was also shown that a change 
had eome over the drinking habits of the 
patrons, for the sales of thirst appeasers 
had fallen off a little over 30 per cent. This 
phenomenon can be accounted for in only 
one way. The most popular cigar with the 


average Congressman is the ‘*‘ Grand Street | 


Snorter,’’ the ‘‘ Sweet Marie,’ ‘and other 
poetically named brands of the five-center 


family. The tobacco used in these cigars is | 
so light in quality that it quckhly becomes | 


dry and breaks and cracks from handling, 


thus forming dust in the cigar. This dust 


is augmented by biting or cutting the ends. 
Such cigars produce perpetual thirst in con- 


sequence of the dust getting into the throat | 
forcing the smoker to afterward wet up | 
every time he smokes one of them. It will | 


be seen, therefore, that smoking fivers is 
not, after all, economical, for the habit 
causes the smoker to unconsciously culti- 
vate a taste for moisture, a habit not likely 
to be induced by smoking a better quality 
of tobacco. 

Another curious effect of the Reed edict is 
that the O. P. C. Association of the Capitol 


now smoke more fivers than they ever | 
smoked before. Heretofore the members of | 
the press gallery could at a glance tell the | 


price of the cigar a member was smoking on 


the floor by the volume of smoke which | 


circled over his head. The smoker of the 
humbler five-center would produce almost 
as much smoke as a Washington soft coal 


chimney, while a good cigar emits but little | 


smoke. The member who produced a great 


deal of smoke could not give his cigars | 


away; they were always politely but firmly 


refused by interviewers. Now there is no |

Georzgé Washington. It is a memorial 


edition, but as George Washington’s death 
occurred Dec. 14, 1709, and his burial took 
place at Georgetown six days later, it would 
be considered a trifle belated if judged from 
#& modern newspaper standpoint. lt was 
published by Samuel Freer & Son at Kings- 
ton, Ulster County, N. Y. The _ edition 
in question is No. 8&8, Vol. 2, and aside from 
the memorial ‘features is quite a curiosity 
typographically and otherwise. Evidently 
the experience of the publishers of the Ulster 
County Gazette was not unlike that of pub- 
lishers of country papers generally, as a 
well dispiayed advertisement indicates that 
they found it advantageous to combine the 
income of the Gazette with that of a general 
store. The paper is a four-page, four-col- 
umn sheet, and is given‘a distinctly funeral 
tone by being printed with the rules dividing 
eolumns and articles reversed. In conse- 
quence the pages are crossed and recrossed 
by black lines an eighth of an inch in width, 
The “make-up” is unusual, to say the 
least. :In one sense there is no beginning 
end to the paper. 
paper is devoted to memorials of Washing- 
On the fourth page are given the action 


ton. 
of Congress on Washington’s death; 
Marshall's speech, and a communication 


from the Senate to John Adams, President. 
His reply is in a sense the leading article, 
and it is carried over from the fourth col- 
umn of the last page to the first column of 
the first page without interruption or ex- 
planation. Then follows a description of 
the funeral, the order of the procession, and 
a copy of the coffin plate inscription. The 
memorial portion of the paper is rounded 
out by a six-stanza poem on the death of 
George Washington by “a young lady.” 


Telegraph Editor Not in It. 


Unquestionably the position of telegraph 
editor on the Ulster County Gazette wasa 
genuine sinecure. The memorial matter all 
came-by a leisurely mail service, and the 
remainder of the paper, aside from the ad- 
yertisements, consists of reports of pro- 
ceedings in Congress obtained in the same 
way and of extracts from the latest In- 
glish journals. 

The adveftisements are almost if not quite 
as interesting as the letter-press. They 
range from Sheriff's sales to “ estray jio- 
tices.”’” It seems an odd coincidence that in 
w newspaper issued as a memorial to the 
man whose name is forever associated with 
the principle of liberty should appear an 
advertisement offering for sale a “ sleigh 
and.a negro slave woman.’ 

Altogether the Ulster County Gazette is 
so interesting a sheet that it would be dis- 
appointing to find a flaw in its title asa 
genuine curio and itg numerous owners arc 
consequently advised not to search too care- 
fully for ear-marks of authenticity. If all 
the copies of the paper extant were genuine 
the lineal descendants of Samuel Freer 
would be wanted in the circulating depart- 
ments of every big modern daily newspaper. 

Look Like’ Old-Timers. 


The recurrence of Washington's birthday 
always brings a number of these Gazettes 
‘to the front. In many cases they have been 
owned in families for thirty years or more 
and their owners, who keep them wrappe:! 
between tissue paper sheets, have no more 
doubts of their genuineness than they have 
of the inspiration of the Bibl 

On the 22d of last month one of these cop- 
ies came from its hiding place and seemed to 
arouse in a special degree the interest of the 
pupils of a large South Side school. It looked 
the old-timer tothe life. It had frayed edges 
and the paper was yellow withage. Butone 
of the teachers, with an inordinate desire 
for knowledge, decided to look up the pedi- 
gree of the paper. The statement by the 
owner that she had bought it fr ‘om an old 
man and thuught she had paid 25 cents for 
it was not particularly proveising. With 
that for a starting point it was not far to the 


discovery that the printing had not been | 


from types, but from some sort of litho- 
graphic or photographic reproduction. Once 
on the track of flaws, the copyright fmpres- 
sion became an object of suspicion. It 
reads ‘“‘ Copyright by Back Number Budd, 
No. 1280 Broadway.’ The name sounds like 
the invention of a modern liumorist, but 
might go down with ‘“ Praise God Bare- 
benes ” and other good Puritan cognomens. 
The idea of a copyright by a New York man 
‘of a little Kingston publication is suggestive 
of reproduction, however. 
Reproductions Are Man’y. 


As a court of last resort the copy of the 
paper in question was submitted to C. F, 
Gunther, who soon classified it. 

“There was an Ulster County Gazette 
of Jan. 4, 1800,”" he said, *‘ and original cop- 
jes of it are scarce and valuable. The copy 
you have is of a fairly creditable reproduc- 
tion, but has no value asa curio. I am sub- 
mitted copies a dozen times a year. A great 
many copies were issued about forty years 
ago, but there have been later reproduc- 
tions. Some of these have been ctever, 
the paper being discolored by chemicals and 
the edges frayed. Most of them probably 
were sold on their merits, but there have 
been impositions on purchasers. A majori- 
ty of the copies have been tn families so 
lone that they never raise the questiog of 
their genuineness and are scareely con- 
vinced by my statement of the case. While 
they have no special value as curiosities, 
they are interesting in themselves,”
